Selectmen’s Report 


Where are we going? When will we get there? Are we there yet??? 


We have all heard these questions, and we all probably get tired of answering them. 
Why? Because we expect our children to understand that we are going on vacation, . . .to 
visit family or friends and to know that if the car is still running, we have not gotten there 
yet. We can equate these same questions to adults when we are talking about goals, 
especially goals for something as illogical as government. 


Why do we say that? We say it because government is a continuous compromise; and it 
should be! Not one of us knows what is right for all of us — at least, not in a 
representative democracy. While some places may claim to be a democracy, the same 
party or family or group handles the day-to-day business of that “democracy” and so even 
though citizens vote for change, change very rarely seems to occur. 


But... you may ask: How does this correlate to our tiny Town of Chester? 


The answer might be that while we say and “toot our horn” that “people in Chester 
volunteer,’’ “people in Chester care,” and “people in Chester are involved with their 
Town,” this is all true, but please take a moment to think about who volunteers, who is 
involved, and who cares! 


Where we need donations, such as our Food Pantry, or clothing for the Chester Clothes 
Closet, we get an overwhelming response. Other places are jealous!! 


When our children are involved in an activity, sports, Scouts, recreation, we turn out in 
drones. Help is offered and volunteers step forward. This is well appreciated and should 
be commended. 


But, when those who volunteer for positions of leadership come forward, someone is 
always there to throw rocks at the “glass house,” while at the same time refusing to enter 
that same “glass house” because “they don’t have time” or “they don’t have knowledge” 
or “they don’t understand,” etc., etc. etc. Good government does not come from 
individuals with “agendas.” It comes from all of us working together. It comes from you 
and us with the same agenda: the betterment of our Town, the protection of its resources, 
and the coming together of its citizens in important events and purposes. 


With this in mind, we can say that a great deal was accomplished this past year and a lot 
of what was accomplished will lead to finished projects that will benefit our community. 


The wall at Branch Cemetery off of Route 102 was rebuilt with new under footings and 
stabilized so that it should be sufficient for a good number of years to come. The dam at 
Wason Pond was rebuilt according to the rules and standards of the Department of 
Environmental Services. We have twenty-four hour coverage with the Police Department 
and our Rescue Vehicle has served us for a year. The Fire Department was able to 
replace our old Forestry vehicle with a slightly used truck that will meet our needs for 
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several years; and through a grant, our older Forestry vehicle has been converted to a 
utility vehicle that will carry extra equipment when needed. Our Transfer Station 
continues to win awards, grants, etc. because of the diligence and dedication of an 
industrious staff. The higher the recycle rate, the higher our revenues for what otherwise 
would be a continual cost of burying and monitoring landfills. Presently, we are working 
on securing funding for a skid steer loader that will make our operation even more 
efficient. 


The Road Agent, Mike Oleson, under the direction of the Board of Selectmen, put 
together a plan for maintenance of our roads and upkeep of our equipment. Some will 
object to the cost, or the location, or to the methodology; but both the Board of Selectmen 
and the Budget Committee believe that the citizens need to decide how and where major 
funds are expended. 


Speaking of maintenance, we can brag about the infrastructure. The boilers in the 
Municipal Building have been replaced. These were older, inefficient, and constantly in 
need of repair. We believe that the new units will save funds; and already, we have seen 
a significant reduction in the use of fuel. 


The other energy saving project at the Municipal Building was the installation of the 
generator. This has operated so well that the first time it automatically went into service, 
no one realized that the power to the building was out because of a malfunction in the 
commercial electrical grid. And, major maintenance did not stop there. Roofs were 
replaced on both the Community Center at Wason Pond and the Highway Garage. 


Presently, a new Meeting Room is being created which will make more use of the Public 
Access Studio, and Room 20 is being split into an archives room and a “dead file” 
storage area. This is helping the expansion of our Clothes Closet and Mother Hubbard’s 
Cupboard where those of us who run into hard times during the present economic climate 
can get that little bit of extra help. Thank you to all of those who have volunteered to 
organize and realize this endeavor. Speaking of “thank yous” and infrastructure, Dick 
Trask has been leading an effort to repair the historical American Legion Hall and 
revitalize our Legion Post. By the time you read this, there will have been a cleanup day 
at the Legion Hall, as well as one on our roads initiated by citizens. 


A huge “thanks” must go out to the Chester Historical Society, Hilary Hall, and Web 
Anderson for a wonderful re-dedication ceremony for an important, National Historical 
Site in our community, Stevens Memorial Hall. Adding to this success, Hilary initiated 
interest in the restoration and repair of the 1909 Chickering & Sons Grand Piano that has 
graced the meeting room in Stevens Hall for almost as long as the building has been used. 
This refurbishing is being performed by our local expert, East Coast Piano Rebuilding. 
In keeping with our history, a Meeting of the Board of Selectmen was held during the 
100" Year Anniversary Celebration of Stevens Hall to honor several of our residents and 
a former Selectman, Jack F. Yencha, who was here visiting us from his retirement home 
“down south.” These commemorations were enhanced by the generous gift of Mel and 
Judy Balk with a “History of the Boston Post Cane” now located in our Hall of Records 
and Chester Public Library along with DVDs. The Balks also donated Boston Post Cane 
recipient pins. Not to be outdone by the “older” generation, one of our Girl Scout Troops 
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built and dedicated a rock garden on the lawn of Stevens Hall, the centerpiece of our 
Town. And further in the woods, an Eagle Boy Scout, David Sprague, located and 
refurbished the long, forgotten Norton Family Cemetery. 


But the “journey” is not over. There are miles to travel still and all sorts of people are 
working to prepare us for the future. Jean Methot, Chair of our Zoning Board of 
Adjustment, is also Chair of the Southern New Hampshire Planning Commission and has 
been instrumental in guiding the growth and development of our large and significant 
region. Michael Trainque volunteered his engineering skills to become our representative 
to the Southeast Watershed Alliance, a group that is studying the working of the surface 
water in our estuaries. 


Locally, many people are working to improve services. Barbara Gagnon, our Town 
Clerk/Tax Collector, volunteered to be one of the first in a credit card program for State 
and Town auto registrations. This has saved many people time, and the program has 
been expanded to include online property tax payments with credit cards and direct 
deposits. She has also been instrumental in e-mail registrations. Stephen Tunberg and 
Erin Newnan have developed an updated Hazard Mitigation Plan with the aid of several 
grants. 


Chuck Myette and Baron Richardson have led a committee of volunteers to develop a 
timber frame bridge across our new dam and add to the trails at Wason Pond. Brad 
Wamsley has turned over the Spring Hill Farm Chair to Cindy LeBlanc with continued 
purpose of improving self-sufficiency of the Farm through greater product output and 
use. A new well was installed at the Farm through a grant project of a local resident, 
Gary Van Geyte, who also stirred community interest and activity in this valuable Town 
resource. 


Agriculture in our community is alive and well. A group led by Bob Pepper through a 
start-up grant with Southern New Hampshire Planning has been studying how to improve 
and create additional local, agriculture incentives. They have created a program and in a 
Warrant Article ask for your support based upon State statutes to allow for the creation of 
this as a Commission for the benefit of farmers. Your Board believes that this will 
enhance our quality of life. 


What we ask is that you, as a citizen of the Town of Chester, weigh all of the options, ask 
questions, and understand the goals. Everything ages: we age, our children age, our 
vehicles age, our infrastructure ages, and our roads age! When do we repair or replace? 
If we wait too long, does the cost go up substantially or do we replace it for the same 
costs as today. This is your call. We all have divergent priorities; but when we come 
together at Town Meeting, we all have an equal vote and voice. If you have a concern, 
PLEASE make it known! Become part of a solution to the myriad of problems all 
governments face. 


Finally, all of what has been mentioned could not be accomplished without the assistance 
of employees and volunteers. We wish to thank each and every one for all the positive 
efforts they bring because from that comes solutions and resolutions. One very 
prominent example of this is our friend and neighbor, Gene Charron. Although Gene is 
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extremely busy as our State representative and on the County Board, he agreed to assist 
the Board of Selectmen when a vacancy occurred. We were fortunate that several able 
individuals stepped forward as well, but Gene brought knowledge because he had already 
held the position. 


His mentoring was and still is beyond reproach. Although at times he can be quiet, when 
he has something to say and after listening to his statements, one knows exactly where he 
stands and how to proceed. We were also able to partake of his understanding of the 
legislature in Concord and where we may be headed. This is why we came up with a 
plan to handle the unfounded mandate of “earned time” and believe that we will be able 
to resolve this issue in a short time with limited liability to our Town. Gene’s guidance 
gave us thoughts to ponder and a road map to follow on this as well as other issues. For 
all of this, we say thank you and wish for many years of continued service. 


Now, please remember, voting is May 10" (Tuesday) from 7 AM to 7 PM and our 
Meeting is Saturday, May 14" at 9 AM.

As management of the Town of Chester, we offer readers of the Town’s Financial Statements this 
narrative overview and analysis of the financial activities of the Town for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
2010. We encourage readers to consider the information presented here in conjunction with additional 
information furnished in the financial statements and notes of this report. 


FINANCIAL HIGHLIGHTS 


e The assets of the Town of Chester exceeded its liabilities at the close of the fiscal year by 
$15,529,363 (net assets). Of this amount, $1,142,352 (unrestricted net assets) may be used to 


meet the Town’s ongoing obligations to citizens and creditors in accordance with the Town’s 
fund designation and fiscal policies. 


¢ The Town’s total net assets decreased by $198,962. 


e As of the close of the current fiscal year, the Town of Chester’s combined governmental funds 
reported ending fund balances of $2,604,679 of which 65.9% ($1,715,901) of this total is 
unreserved and available for use. 


e At the end of the current fiscal year, the unreserved fund balance in the General Fund was 
$1,021,577 or 8.6% of the General Fund’s expenditures. 


OVERVIEW OF THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
This discussion and analysis is intended to serve as an introduction to the Town’s basic financial 
statements. The Town’s financial statements are compromised of three components: 
1. Government-wide financial statements 
2. Fund financial statements 
3. Notes to the financial statements 
This report also contains other supplementary information in addition to the basic financial statements 


themselves. 


Government-wide Financial Statements - These statements are designed to provide readers with a broad 
overview of the Town’s finances in a manner similar to a private-sector business. 


The Statement of Net Assets presents information on all the Town’s Assets and Liabilities, with the 
difference between the two reported as net assets. Over time, increases or decreases in net assets may 
serve as a useful indicator of whether the financial position of the Town is improving or deteriorating. 


The Statement of Activities presents information showing how the Town’s net assets changed during the 
fiscal year. All changes in net assets are reported when the underlying events giving rise to the change 
occurs, regardless of the timing of related cash flows. Thus, revenues and expenses are reported in this 
statement for some items that will only result in cash flows in the future fiscal periods. (For example 
uncollected taxes and earned but unused compensated absences.)

The governmental activities of the Town include general government and administration, public safety, 


development services and culture and recreation. 


Fund Financial Statements - A fund is a grouping of related accounts that is used to maintain control 


_ over resources that have been segregated for specific activities or objectives. The Town, like other state 


and local governments, uses fund accounting to ensure and demonstrate compliance with finance-related 
legal requirements. All of the funds of the Town can be divided into two categories: governmental funds 
and fiduciary funds. 


Governmental Funds - Governmental funds are used to account for essentially the same functions 
reported as governmental activities in the government-wide financial statements. However, unlike the 
government-wide financial statements, governmental fund financial statements focus on current sources 
and uses of spendable resources, as well as on balances of spendable resources available at the end of the 
fiscal year. Such information may be useful in evaluating a government’s near-term financing 
requirements. 


Because the focus of governmental funds is narrower than that of the government-wide financial 
statements, it is useful to compare the information presented for governmental funds with similar 
information presented for governmental activities in the government-wide financial statements. By doing 
so, readers may better understand the long-term effect of the government’s near-term financing decisions. 
Both the governmental funds balance sheet and the governmental fund statements of revenues, 
expenditures, and changes in fund balances provide a reconciliation to facilitate this comparison between 
governmental funds and governmental activities. 


The Town maintains fourteen governmental funds. Data from thirteen of these funds are combined into a 
single aggregated presentation. 


Notes To The Financial Statements — The notes provide additional information that is essential to a full 
understanding of the data provided in the government-wide and fund financial statements. 


GOVERNMENTAL WIDE FINANCIAL ANALYSIS 


Net assets may serve over time as a useful indicator of government’s financial position. The Town of 
Chester’s assets exceeded liabilities by $15,529,363. 


The largest portion of the Town’s net assets (84%) reflects it investments in capital assets (e.g. land, 
buildings, equipment, improvements, construction in progress and infrastructure) less any debt used to 
acquire those assets that is still outstanding. The Town uses these capital assets to provide service to 
citizens; as a result these assets are not available for future spending. Although the Town’s investment in 
its capital assets is reported net of related debt, it should be noted that the resources needed to repay this 


debt must be provided from other sources, since the capital assets themselves cannot be used to liquidate 
these liabilities.

Financial Analysis of the Governmental Funds 


The focus of the Town of Chester’s governmental funds is to provide information on near-term inflows, 
outflows, and balances of spendable resources. Such information is useful in assessing the Town’s 
financing requirements. In particular, the unreserved fund balance may serve as a useful measure of 
governments net resources available for spending at the end of the fiscal year. 


At the end of the fiscal year the Town of Chester’s governmental funds reported a combined ending fund 
balance of $2,604,679. Approximately 65.9% of this total amount ($1,715,901) constitutes the unreserved 
fund balance. The remainder of the fund balance is reserved to indicate it is not available for new 


spending because it has been committed 1) to pay for encumbrances ($67,532) and 2) reserved for 
Permanent Funds Principal ($821,246).

The Town of Chester’s investments in Capital Assets for its activities as of June 30, 2010 amounts to 
$15,082,565 (net of accumulated depreciation). This investment in capital assets includes land, buildings, 
equipment, vehicles, infrastructure and construction in progress.

Economic Factors and Next Year’s Budget & Rates 


The Town of Chester, located in Rockingham County, allows for easy access to major cities and 
municipalities with major interstates surrounding its boarders. In Massachusetts including Greater Boston, 
Haverhill, Lawrence, Lowell & Andover while the New Hampshire communities of Manchester, Nashua, 
Concord & Portsmouth are all within easy commuting distance. Between the years 1990 to 2006 
Chester’s population grew 69%. 


As of June 30, 2010, New Hampshire’s unemployment rate was 5.9 %. Rockingham County was at 5.9%. 
Both are below the national average of 9.5%. 


As a result of the slowing economic factors and rising population, the Town is striving to meet the 
demands of the community while working within the confines of appropriations for only those items that 
are truly necessary. The 2010-2011 budget showed an increase of 9.3 %.

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Chester Budget Committee Report 
For Fiscal Year 2011-2012 
Proposed Budget 


To the Citizens of Chester: 


Operating under State of New Hampshire RSA Chapter 32, the Chester Municipal Budget Committee is 
charged with assisting the voting public in the prudent appropriation of funds for the Town of Chester. 


During the Committee’s review of the proposed budget that was submitted by the Selectmen, budgetary 
priorities were considered carefully in light of the challenges of the economic recession. Anticipated 
revenues were carefully reviewed and considered. The operating budget (warrant article #20) proposed 
by the Budget Committee, and recommended by the Board of Selectmen reflects an increase in spending 
over last year’s operating budget of $214,994 or approximately 6.1 per cent. Some of this increase comes 
from appropriations approved in warrant articles at the last annual Town Meeting (warrant article #13, 
police officer; $70,353) that is now included in the operating budget. Other factors that contribute to the 
increase are cost of benefits (27.5% increase) for the Town’s full-time employees, repair costs for older 
Fire and Highway Department vehicles, and overall higher costs of operations for the Town. 


The Budget Committee takes into account previous year’s spending, as well as actual year-to-date 
spending while reviewing the budget. The Committee met with the Selectmen to discuss all of the 
departmental budget requests. The Selectmen forwarded a fiscally prudent budget to the Committee and 
after a joint review, minimal adjustments were made to the proposed budget. 


The Budget Committee has taken the position that the voters should know what they are voting to spend 
their tax dollars on. As you review the proposed budget detail that is included in this annual report, you 
will see that some departments show necessary increases over last year’s budget. Some of these increases 
are listed below: 


e Executive—This department includes a Salary increase pool of 3% which increases this 


department’s budget by $27,858. 
e Benefits—This year, when comparing the total benefit cost to last year, one can see that the cost 
of benefits has increased by $109,812. Several factors have impacted this increase: 


1. Health insurance—Health insurance has increased by 18.8% and dental has increased by 
4.5%. In an effort to share the increased cost between the employee and the taxpayers, 
the Selectmen have voted to change the contribution made by employees for the cost of 
health care. The family health plans contribution will increase from 10% to 15% and a 
single person health plan contribution will increase from 5% to 10%. 

2. New Hampshire Retirement—the State of New Hampshire has shifted the burden of 
employee pensions to local municipalities. The contribution by the Town of Chester has 
increased by 22%, or $20,029. 

3. Additional Personnel--An additional full time police officer was approved through a 
watrant article at last year’s Town Meeting. Also the vacant position of full time 
Building Inspector has been filled. These additional employees have contributed to the 
increases in this department. 


e Police—This department is requesting a budget increase of $46,425. $35,360 was approved last 
year in warrant article #13. Overtime has increased by $6,500. 


e Fire—This department is requesting a budget increase of approximately $38,000. Although there 
are some increases in the salary lines for expanded hours and in the utilities costs to operate the 
fire station, most of the increase is budgeted in the vehicle repairs account to cover any 
contingencies due to the age of some of the equipment. The Board of Selectmen has requested 


that a warrant article be placed on this year’s warrant for the purchase of a new fire truck for the 
Legislature to consider. Should this article pass, the Committee will ask the Legislature to 
consider a reduction in the maintenance account in the Fire Department’s budget. 

e Highway—The significant increases to this budget are in the equipment repair, winter road salt, 


and asphalt lines. The Road Agent has requested several warrant articles to be placed on this 
year’s warrant for Legislative consideration 


The Committee has reviewed all warrant articles that will appear on the warrant that contain 
appropriations. The following is a summary of recommendations and the tax impact of each article:

The 
maximum total impact of these warrant articles would be an .87 cent increase over last year’s tax rate. 
On a home assessed at $350,000, the increase in property taxes would be $305. 
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We welcome the responsibility of assisting Chester’s taxpayers through our review of the operating 
budget, warrant articles, and bond requests. It is always our goal to carry out this review effectively, 
professionally, and in a fiscally responsible manner. As always, we welcome your attendance and input 
at our Budget Committee meetings. If you have any questions, please feel free to contact any of the 
Committee members.

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Supervisors of the Checklist 


We would like to first thank Barbara Hatch for her six years of service to the Town of Chester as 
the Chairperson of the Supervisors of the Checklist. We did not realize there were so many 
details to take care of until she had resigned. Also, we would like to thank all of our dedicated 
Ballot Clerks who eagerly work for us for many hours and are very dedicated to their tasks. This 
past year, everyone had to take a course that the Secretary of States Office prepared to certify all 
of our Supervisors and Ballot Clerks. It took many hours to complete this course and take the 
test but everybody did, and we thank them for that. 


We have had a very busy year with the State Primary Election 9/14/10, the State General 
Election 11/02/10, the School District Deliberative Session 2/09/11, the School District Voting 
3/08/11, Town Elections 5/10/11 and Town Meeting 5/14/11. We also had several mandatory 
sessions to register people to vote, change party or change personal information and to send out 
30-day letters to people who we believe no longer live in Chester. 


We presently have 3,381 registered voters in Chester. Of those, 1,447 are Undeclared, 1,292 are 
Republican and 642 are Democrat. Our Registration Sessions are noticed by posting at the Town 
Offices, Post Office, Tri-Town Times, Channel 20 and on the town sign in the center of town. 
You may also register to vote at the Town Clerk’s office during her regular business hours M-W- 
Th-F 8:00 AM — 12:30 PM and Tuesday 8:00 AM — 11:45 AM and 12:30 PM-3:30 PM. You 
will need to bring driver’s license or photo ID, proof of residency in Chester and a birth 
certificate or passport to prove citizenship. Registration is not allowed for the 10 days prior to 
any election, but you may register to vote at the polls on Election Day if you have not already 
done so. 


2011 has been designated as the year that we purge the checklist. Anybody who is on the 
checklist and has not voted in the past 5 years will receive a letter from us asking whether they 
are still a Chester resident and wish to remain on the checklist. If the letter is not answered, they 
will automatically be purged from the checklist. This purge process normally takes place every 
ten years to keep the Checklist current. 


Next year will be a VERY busy one for us as we will have the Presidential Primary election in 
January 2012, the School Deliberative Session in February 2012, the School Voting in March 
2012, the Town Voting and Town Meeting in May 2012 all to be followed with State Primary 
Election in September 2012 and Presidential/General election in November 2012.

Finance Department 


The fiscal year ending June 30" 2010 was a busy year for the Finance Department. Along with 
the day-to-day general ledger and reconciliation work, there were two FEMA disasters declared, 
a wind and rain storm in February and flooding in March. Both disasters required extensive time 
and work documenting labor, equipment, material, contract services and contract equipment as 
well as time spent meeting with our FEMA representative. 


The budget season, as always, was a busy time spent working with department heads, preparing 
additional reports and writing warrant articles. Part of the budget process included preparation of 
the MS-4 form for the Department of Revenue. This report is an estimate of next year’s revenue 
sources while using State account categories. 


There is also work on the MS-7 form for the Budget Committee showing appropriations and 
actual expenditures for the prior fiscal year as well as both the Selectmen’s and Budget 
Committee’s budget and warrant article recommendations for the fiscal year 2010-2011 
summarized in the State of New Hampshire’s account classifications. After Town Meeting, 
finance prepares the MS-2 form for the Department of Revenue showing Town Meeting votes 
for both budget and warrant articles. 


As usual, this year the Town had cash flow problems because of the timing of the bills for 
Pinkerton Academy making it necessary for the Town to take a TAN note (Tax Anticipation 
Note). 


With the bond for Repair of the Wason Pond Dam passing at Town Meeting, a compilation of 
records needed to be done and sent to the New Hampshire Bond Bank as well as to our bond 
counsel, Devine Millimet. 


Audit time required extensive work updating capital assets and reconciling all general ledger 
accounts. Management’s Discussion & Analysis, which includes the accompanying financials in 
the Town Report is also prepared by the Finance Director. This report is reviewed by our 
auditors and their letter precedes these reports. This past year, the MS-5 form was prepared by 
the Finance Director. As a result, the Town saved $1900 on the audit. The MS-5 appears in the 
Town Report after the Management Discussion & Analysis report. This report includes the 
Town’s revenue, expenses, and balance sheet accounts (assets, liabilities and fund equity). 


When all was said and done, this year’s audit worked smoothly with the able help of the Town’s 
bookkeeper. The accompanying Management Letter from Mason and Rich, our auditors, showed 
only minor adjustments to be made; this is my department’s second good audit. 


As your Finance Director, I am proud of the gains my department has made over the past two 
years. It has been a pleasure working with your Town’s professional and caring department 
heads as well as getting to know some of your Town’s citizens.

Treasurer’s Report 


The Treasurer’s Report was not received for the year ending 6/30/2010. 
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Trustees of the Trust Funds 


Feb. 14 2011 


Your Trustees of Chester’s Trust Funds meet regularly throughout the year to monitor the 
performance of the trust funds and capital reserve funds that are invested to the benefit of various 
town departments and organizations. These funds are invested in accordance with the RSAs of 
the State of New Hampshire as well as the investment policies of the Town of Chester. 


The board works with, and is advised by, an accredited professional financial firm to make 
certain that any new trust funds are promptly set up in accordance with state laws and that any 
additional funds coming forward to the benefit of any existing trust fund are promptly invested to 
provide the maximum prudently available return, while striving to also provide capital 
preservation. The board also files annual reports with the State of NH, and provides complete 
information on the funds to the Board of Selectmen through the town’s Finance Director, the 
budget committee and to the town’s auditing firm. We are also available to the trust fund 
beneficiaries as well as the general public throughout the year. 


During the past two years improvements in equity markets have increased the value of the trust 
funds. However, almost all of the trust fund and capital reserve fund revenue comes from interest 
on the fixed income and money market component of the trust fund investments. Since interest 
rates have remained low throughout the past year, even though the portfolio value has increased, 
the distribution of revenue for the fiscal year 2010-2011 is expected to still be lower than during 
the prior year’s which experienced significantly higher interest rates. 


Mat Stover, due to time constraints, was unable to serve another term on the board. Ephraim 
Dobbins with his considerable financial background was elected to fill his position. 


This past fall Linda (Elliott) Demmons, who had served as trustee for more than four terms, had 
to resign her position also due to time constraints. When you see Linda please thank her for 
giving a substantial amount of her free time each year to the town, as she prepared the annual 
accounts for the auditors and calculated the annual fund disbursements.

The Assessing Department has continued to make changes during this past year to keep 
up with the changing times and the changing real estate market. Most recently we have 
been gearing up for our upcoming town-wide revaluation. 


The Town is required to undergo a revaluation by September of 2011. What this means 
is everyone’s assessments must be reviewed and brought to 100% of market value. 


Additionally, we have decided to conduct a statistical update to meet the State’s 
requirement of revaluation every five years. All properties that have sold in the past two 
years will be visited, and new values will be generated based on the data gathered. This 
new data will then be applied to all other properties in Town. We have hired Vision 
Appraisal Services to conduct the revaluation and the new home values will be mailed to 
each homeowner this summer. 


In implementing the revaluation, there will be many public notifications and mailings to 
keep the public aware of the process and keep all informed. The biggest factor in having 
the revaluation be a success depends on the accuracy of the information we receive from 
individual homes. It is requested that if the appraisers come to your property, please 
support our efforts to keep assessments equitable and correct by answering their 
questions and allowing them to measure and list (describe) your structures. 


If you have any questions or concerns, please feel free to call or come into the office, and 
we will be happy to answer and assist! The Assessing Department is now located in 
Room 5 of Town Hall which is in the same office as the Planning Board. 


Municipal Resources, Inc. continues to be our contracted assessing firm on a limited, 
part-time basis. Scott Marsh is assigned as our primary assessing agent. He now 
performs only the more advanced assessing procedures that are needed, as well as 
training supervision so our staff can continue advancing in the assessing field.

The Planning Board has had a busy year revising several of the Town’s planning 
documents and tending to other business within its jurisdiction pursuant to State statute. 


The Board is mourning the loss of Board member Raymond Boyden who passed away 
suddenly in February. Although his tenure was short, Ray’s contributions to the Planning 
Board were exceptional. His technical knowledge, analytical mind, indefatigable work 
ethic, and calm temperament made him an invaluable member of the Board. The Board 
will miss him greatly. 


Southern New Hampshire Planning Commission (SNHPC) 


The Planning Board continues to work with Southern NH Planning Commission on 
projects including: 


e Finalizing the revision of Chester’s Site Plan Review Regulations, and 
incorporating into those regulations a Stormwater Management Plan. 

e Implementation of traffic and recreation impact fees (currently in the 
public hearing process). 

e A Scope of Work cost estimate for the updating of the Town of Chester 
Master Plan and Capital Improvements Program (CIP). 

e Participation in an energy audit of Town facilities to aid in the 
development of an energy section for the Master Plan. The program was 
funded by a grant. 

e Update of the Hazard Mitigation Plan. 


Under the New Hampshire enabling statute, it is recommended that a town update its 
Master Plan every five to ten years. The Planning Board last updated the Chester Master 
Plan five (5) years ago. The State has added to the Master Plan enabling statute an 
energy section. The Hazard Mitigation Plan will also be referenced in the Master Plan. 
The Master Plan is used when applying for many types of federal grants. 


The CIP should be updated annually in order to maximize its effectiveness as a planning 
tool. Among other purposes, the CIP is also the foundation for all impact fees and 
phasing of developments. 


The Planning Board will continue to take advantage of the services provided by SNHPC 
in the year ahead, particularly its professional planning services, given the impending 
widening of I-93 and its expected impact on Chester. Chester has two (2) representatives 
to the SNHPC. Jean Methot is one, and with the recent unexpected passing of Board 
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member Raymond Boyden, there is currently a vacancy. Anyone interested in becoming 
a member should contact Jean Methot. 


Update of the Master Plan and 
Capital Improvements Program (CIP) 


The Planning Board is proposing to update the Town of Chester Master Plan and Capital 
Improvements Program (see section on So. NH Planning Commission). Funds have been 
placed in the Planning Board’s operating budget in the amount of $4,140.00 under 
Contract Services. 


Engineering Study for North Pond Road 


The Planning Board wishes to thank the voters for approving last year’s warrant article 
for the engineering study for North Pond Road and Route 102. The Planning Board is 
currently working on a Scope of Work with DuBois & King, Inc. who will be performing 
the study in the spring.

Village Cemetery Trustees 
To the Citizens of the Town of Chester: 


The Cemetery Trustees wish to thank you all for supporting us in having the Branch Brook 
Cemetery granite wall repaired. The job was slated for the second week of September and was 
completed in five working days. This entailed having all granite stones removed and crush stone 
for drainage placed under and behind, and then replacing the granite stones pitched back towards 
the Cemetery for support. Each granite stone was estimated to weigh over three tons! 


This past year, many of the monuments and tablets in need of maintenance in the Village, 
Sanborn and North Chester Cemeteries were repaired and straightened as needed. The 
preservation of these grave markers is a very important piece of preserving the cemeteries for 
future generations. 


The trustees have also gained access to the remaining plots in the North Chester Cemetery by 
removing small trees and brush that had grown over the rear 2 acre. During this process, a 
monument and burial sites were discovered in the far left-hand, left corner. A new, permanent 
access way was cut in and graveled for future use of the rear lot. 


This year, David Sprague, one of Chester's newest Eagle Scouts, took on a project to restore the 
Norton Cemetery off Lane Rd. David met with the State’s archaeologist to mark out where grave 
sites were and where to install six granite posts with chain to delineate the boundaries of the 
Cemetery. He has taken pictures, cleaned up the grounds, mapped each headstone/plot and has 
provided the trustees and the State with GPS coordinates. David had wooden, hand painted signs 
made and mounted on posts, placing one sign at Lane Rd and the other at the entrance of the 
footpath to the Cemetery. The trustees will be caring for the Norton Cemetery starting in the 
spring of 2011. 


Also, the trustees have been overseeing the grounds’ maintenance at the Post Office, Library, 
Civil War Monument, the intersection of RTS. 121 and 121A, and Stevens Hall. The trustees 
have been researching placing liberty elm or evergreen trees along the fence line between the 
basketball court and the Village Cemetery fence line.

Report for Calendar Year Ending 2010 


Another year has gone by and it seems like just yesterday that | 
arrived in Chester to start my career as a Police Officer. 
Seventeen years later, a few more pounds, and a lot of gray hair 
(what is left), I sit at my desk as the Chief of Police writing another Town Report. 
As the rock band The Grateful Dead once said, “What a long, strange trip it’s 
been.” I have witnessed the town of Chester change and grow in many ways over 
the years. But as much as it changes, so it stays the same. People come and go but 
Chester remains a great place to live. There are so many great people that live in 
this town and I am proud to be a part of this wonderful community. I would like 
to thank the townspeople for believing in me and supporting me as your Chief of 
Police. 


Again, there have been a few changes in personnel over the past year. Office 
Anthony Maccarone has left us to pursue his full-time career as a Firefighter- 
EMT. Tony worked for us for several years, and he will be missed. Kurt Holston 
has been placed into full-time status after working for several months as a part- 
time Officer. He is replacing Officer Dyrkacz who opted to go back on part-time 
status. Officer William Sable is currently at the N.H. Police Academy and will be 
field training before this report is published. Sable was hired after a warrant article 
was passed at last Town Meeting. This brings our compliment up to four full-time 
officers. That being said, we will be able to cover the town 24/7 with minimal 
issues. Thank you for your continued support. 


As the economy remains volatile, the need for Police services continues to 
increase. We continue to see a rise in drug- and alcohol-related crimes, domestic 
issues, and crimes and incidents involving mental illness. Dealing with mental 
illness has become more prevalent, and we need to be constantly aware of how to 
deal with these incidents with an open mind. Our Officers will continue to train in 
these areas to keep updated on new laws and regulations pertaining to the mentally 
ill. I feel this is a very important part of our job. 


As has happened in the past, we have had a surge in burglaries and thefts at 
different times during the year. These crimes are usually committed by the same 
person or group of people and are almost always drug related. Working with other 
local departments, we have been able to develop suspects and have been lucky 
enough to have made some arrests related to these crimes. With the new personnel 
on board, we will now be able to commit more time and effort to investigating 
crimes that were sometimes unsolvable before. 
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Driving while intoxicated and motor vehicle accidents continued to increase in 
2010. Also, we have seen increases in drugged driving and negligent driving. 
Many drivers continue to take medications, talk on their phone, text, eat, and even 
apply makeup while driving. This is extremely dangerous. Our Officers will 
continue to be on the look out for these drivers and make arrests when necessary. 
We will again be conducting several grant funded patrols in the upcoming months 
to get drunk and drugged drivers off the road and motorists to slow down. It is 
extremely sad when someone loses his or her life to an impaired or distracted 
driver. 


Officer Bouchard continues to teach D.A.R.E. at the Chester Academy and our 
Officers are encouraged to interact with the youth of Chester whenever they can. | 
am involved with Read across America and attend the Chester Academy Mid 
Winter Mingle with Fire Chief Rich Antoine every year. We also host many Boy 
Scout and Girl Scout meetings at our Police Station. It is a great venue to get to 
know the local youth as well as their parents. 


Sgt. Berube has completed the first year of the Leadership Institute and is 
currently taking part in year two of this intensive leadership course sponsored by 
Antioch College. Other courses taken by our officers include Firearms Instructor, 
Shotgun Instructor, Defensive Tactics Instructor, Taser Instructor, O.C. Instructor, 
Simunitions, CPR, and legal updates. We are constantly offering training to our 
officers in order to keep up with the many changes that occur in our profession 
from year to year. 


I am in the process of updating the policies and procedures for the department. 
This will be a long drawn out process but will ensure that we can lead the 
department into the future and lessen any liability to the town. 


I am currently the chairman of the Highway Safety Committee and sit on the 
boards of the Chester Joint Loss Management Committee, Hazardous Mitigation 
Committee, the Chester Academy Safety Committee, and the Bullying Committee. 
I enjoy being involved as much as I can with the goings on in town. 


Please continue to support your Police Department and continue the great 
partnership we have shared since I have become Chief of Police. The Department 
continues to make great strides and I sincerely hope that continues. I would like to 
thank all of my Officers and Administrative Assistant for the great job they do. 
Their pride, teamwork, and dedication are what make this Department such a 
special place. I will continue to fight to retain our employees by requesting a fair 
wage and competitive benefits. We are all public servants and benefits mean a lot 
to our families and us. We all knew coming into the profession that we certainly 
would not become millionaires, but we took the job because we enjoy being public 
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servants and the benefits are good. Without a fair and competitive wage and 
benefits package, it will be impossible to hire good employees that want to stay 
and work hard. I do not want the Chester Police Department to become a 
“revolving door” for Officers. I ask that you continue to support our Officers so 
they will stay here for many years to come.

The Chester Fire Department is staffed by two full-time firefighter/EMTs, Fire Chief Richard 


Antoine and Lieutenant Kevin Wunderly. They provide station coverage in staggered shifts 
between the hours of 7:30 am and 6:00 pm from Monday through Friday. Thirty-one department 
members serve the community as certified firefighters and EMTs on a paid-per-call basis 24/7. 
We train every Tuesday night and every other Sunday morning. We meet once a month to 
discuss Department business. 


In 2010, the Department responded to 515 emergency calls, the most calls ever in the 
Department’s history. Almost half of these calls were medical in nature, a third of them were 
fire related and the rest were a variety of hazardous materials, severe weather, and service calls. 
This year, our training and resources were really put to the test. We started the year with the 
wind storm that knocked out power for days. Thanks to last year’s installation of the emergency 
generator and lessons learned from previous monster storms, the transition to opening the 
Emergency Operations Center went smoothly. 


Chester Rescue 1 was put into service at the beginning of the year at the Advanced Life Support 
Level (ALS). This has been of great benefit to the Town of Chester and I want to, once again, 
thank the residents for your support in acquiring this piece of equipment. I’m sure you’ve seen 
the stories in the news about cut backs on personnel in many of the larger fire departments. This 
has strained their resources and spread everyone thin. These pressures trickle down to the 
smaller towns that rely on contracts with larger departments. However, Chester Fire has 
benefitted from a training grant over the last two years which has helped raise the certification 
levels of both our firefighters and our EMTs. As a result, we are able to provide an ALS crew on 
our Rescue for most medical calls. This has all come together during a year that has tested our 
medical skills as well. We’ve seen many calls of such severity that demanded ALS care and 
immediate transport. Having the right equipment and properly trained personnel at the right time 
has saved lives. 


It is also well known that we have seen our share of structure fires this year, seven to be exact. 
This put a heavy strain on our resources and our aged fleet of trucks. In September, the 
transmission on our water supply engine, Engine 1, broke during pump testing. It was out of 
service for five months because manufacturing the part to fix it took so long. We were grateful to 
the Town of Auburn for allowing us to borrow an engine for two months. In October alone, we 
had three major structure fires in three weeks. We were able to save the main residence in each 
case thanks to the skill and fast response of our firefighters and mutual aid companies. The strain it 
put on our resources and our aged fleet of trucks was felt for months after. Our attack engine, 
Engine 2, was damaged during one of the fires and had to be sent out for repairs. At one point, we 
had to set up a water supply unit that consisted of a Godiva (stand alone) pump and supply hose on 
a small trailer. We are grateful to the City of Manchester for loaning an engine to us for the month 
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of January while Engine 2 was being repaired. You might notice that we have many neighboring 
Fire Departments to thank this year. We value our relationships with our mutual aid companies for 
so many reasons. We foster these relationships through training together, mutual aid, and working 
towards common goals at the State level. We come together to help each other out when times are 
hard. At the moment, we are back to our full complement of apparatus. 


We get many inquiries about what it takes to join the Fire Department. All candidates must be a 
resident of Chester or live within a 1-mile radius of the Town line. Each candidate receives a 
thorough background check and must pass a drug test and DOT physical. Candidates have an 
interview with the officers and then all probationary members are required to attain either their fire 
or their EMT certification within the first year of membership. For Firefighter I, candidates take 
212 hours of classroom and practical training time, then State testing to achieve their certification. 
Firefighter II is another 116 hours of class and practical training. For EMTs, candidates must take 
140 hours of classroom and practical time which includes ambulance ride time and emergency 
room time, then State and national testing to achieve their EMT-Basic certification. EMT- 
Intermediates, the next level up, must complete 72 more hours and testing for their certification. 
For all EMTs to maintain their certifications and licenses, they must maintain a current CPR card, 
complete 72 hours of continuing education, and go through State testing every two years. 


We are proud of the commitment that our members have made to training. We currently have 31 
members. Twenty-one members are certified as both a firefighter and an EMT. We have 25 
firefighters; 8 certified to Firefighter I, 11 certified to Firefighter II, and 6 certified to Firefighter 
Ill. We have 23 EMTs; 10 certified to EMT-Basic, 5 certified to EMT-Intermediate, and 8 
certified as Paramedics. By May, Lt. Wunderly will be certified as a Paramedic. We credit 
dedicated people, regular training, access to quality programs, and proper funding for our ability to 
produce a well-rounded group of professionals. 


A few more highlights from 2010 include a $92,074 grant award from the 2009 Assistance to 
Firefighters Grant program for purchase and upgrade of our SCBA (air packs). We replaced 3 air 
packs that were over 20 years old and 3 more that were 17 years old. All the rest of our packs 
were completely upgraded with new technology, including microphones so that our firefighters can 
communicate more effectively during the roaring sounds of a fire scene. We finished refurbishing 
the 1932 Model A, Chester Fire’s first fire engine. We held a Public Safety Day on September 
11". We started the day with a solemn remembrance, led by our Deputy Chief Mike Willinsky, of 
the heroes and people who lost their lives that day in 2001. Many of our mutual aid agencies came 
out to demonstrate the services they provide to our community to keep us safe. 


This is my chance to remind all residents to maintain their smoke detectors. Keep in mind that, not 
only do the batteries need to be changed twice a year, but the detectors themselves should be 
replaced every 10 years. All homes should have carbon monoxide (CO) detectors. The number of 
CO calls went up this year. Most came in due to a CO detector going off. CO is a silent killer. It 
will make you nauseous and sleepy. You cannot smell it, which is why a detector is necessary. 


All residents are reminded that the State of New Hampshire requires that you have a burn permit 


for all outside fires. This includes fires in pits, chiminias, and outdoor fireplaces. Burn permits are 
provided at no charge and must be obtained on the day you plan to burn. The State determines, 
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daily, whether burning is allowed or not. Seasonal permits are available for campfires. For times 
when there is more than an inch of snow (50 ft. diameter around the fire), you can burn during the 
day without a paper permit, but you must notify the Fire Department. Call us on our business line. 
For full details of the ordinances for burning, please call the Fire Station or see the Chester website 
www.chesternh.org. 


Permits must be pulled, prior to work starting, for all gas and oil heating system 
installations/modifications, chimneys, woodstoves, pellet stoves, and sprinkler systems. They can 
be obtained at the Fire Department. There is a $50/day penalty for work done without a permit. 
These permits will prompt the inspection that is required in order for the appliances to be put in 
service. In 2010, over 200 on-site fire safety inspections were completed. Life safety and daycare 
inspections are provided by appointment at no charge. With four CPR instructors on staff, we 
offer CPR classes every month. Please call the firehouse to sign up. We are willing to make 
special arrangements for groups needing their certification. 


We are committed to saving money in our daily operations by using the skills of our members and 
volunteer time to accomplish as much as we can around the firehouse. Along the lines of doing 
more with less, we’ve introduced three new programs for the benefit of the Town this year, all 
provided within our current budget: 


v« Chester Fire Explorers Post 163 
The Explorers is a group of Chester youth, ages 14 to 18, who have an interest in the Fire 
Service. Firefighter/EMT Ben Clark is leading this group that meets every Monday evening to 
learn firefighting and EMS skills appropriate to the age of the group. Once trained, this group 
will get on-scene experience, within their scope of practice, assisting with equipment and 
rehabilitation of first responders. 


ve Weekend Shift Coverage 

We now have a program where two firefighter/EMTs can sign up for shift coverage. There are 
three shifts each weekend, Friday night, Saturday morning into Sunday morning, and Sunday 
morning into Monday morning. By signing up for any of these shifts, members commit to 
being available for all calls within that shift period. They are paid $25/shift. Over the course 
of the year, the program costs $7,800 to have two guaranteed people available for calls in 
addition to the Duty Officer on the weekends. This funding will come from our existing Call 
Firefighter line. 


ve Chester Fire Intern Program 
Students in the Fire Sciences and Firefighter I program from local colleges can apply for an 
internship with the Chester Fire Department. Each candidate is interviewed by the officers and 
a background check is completed. One candidate is chosen as an intern at any given time. 
They are expected to put in hours at the station during business hours. They work and observe 
while “on shift” and may go on calls. We check in with them on their studies and do teaching 
throughout the day. 


In the coming year, my greatest concern is the safety of our firefighters/EMTs and our residents 
with regard to the age and condition of our trucks. The situations we have found ourselves in over 
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the last two years have been dire. I don’t want to receive a call for a fire and not have the 
apparatus to respond with. We have been working hard to find grants to help in easing the 
financial burden of replacing our 27-year old Ladder Truck and our 28-year old Pumper. While 
we wait for answers on these grants, our situation gets worse. The trucks get older and less 
reliable. Having said that, we are looking at every option for possible replacements always 
keeping the best interest of the Town in mind. 


At this point, I would like to give my personal thanks to this dedicated group of men and women 
who give up much of their personal time to training, community service, and call response. They 
are your neighbors, your friends, or even members of your family. They work hard to help keep 
our community safe, often putting themselves at risk. When you see a member, past or present, of 
the Fire Department, take a moment to thank them for their service.

I would like to take this opportunity to introduce myself as the new building official and code 
enforcement officer. Introduction into this role will represent a whole new set of challenges for 
me — all of which I welcome enthusiastically. Many of the builders, contractors, and trade 
professionals and members of the community have already reached out and have been especially 
helpful to me. I look forward to working effectively with each of you. Bob Flanders, as the 
interim inspector, would like to personally thank each and everyone for making his tenure here 
both effective and enjoyable. 


My role at the most evident level is simply to protect health, safety and welfare of the public 
through education and implementation of a varied set of numerous code provisions. Along with 
these responsibilities, the role requires a key understanding and knowledge of State statue and 
local zoning ordinances and regulations. 


The responsibilities and task in this role, while rewarding, are demanding and challenging in all 
aspects. New energy codes mandate focused attention to insulation and sealing in new 
construction and life safety provisions are always paramount considerations for the public. 


The record indicates that a total of ninety new building permits were issued in 2010. This 
number does not include the additional trade permits for electrical, plumbing, mechanical and 
gas that are issued in association with those projects or are stand-alone work permitting for 
generators, pools, service change-outs and other trade related projects. Twelve new homes were 
permitted last year. 


The Town of Chester has over two hundred approved or conditionally approved pending build- 
outs for residential construction. These are heavy weighted to open-space subdivision sites and 
will represent a significant change to the overall community of Chester. While the building 
industry has been slow to recover from the 2005/2006 downturns, change will come. 


I have already begun to post numerous information sheets on the Chester website. The 
information sheets can provide a helpful guide to contractors, builders and homeowners alike. | 
want the role to have a focused responsibility to service the Town and its citizens in all aspects of 
building and code conformance.

2010 Goals 


As of this writing, we have completed the Emergency Operations Plan and it has been adopted. 
We have brought the required town public safety personnel about as far as we can until 
additional standards are developed at the State level. We still have additional work to do with 
Emergency Operations Center staffing. We will be addressing that this coming year. 


2011 Goals 


We are waiting for approval for a State homeland security grant for 
communications. It is to replace equipment in our tower and Emergency 
Operations Center/Fire Department dispatch. That is a $35,000, 100% grant. 
We are waiting for final approval for the hazard mitigation assistance grant to fix 
the frequent washout on Fremont Road. _ That is $39,945, 75/25 (town 
contributing 25%) grant. We are also working on a Hazard Mitigation Assistance 
grant to permanently repair the wash out site on Rod & Gun Club Road. Thatis a 
$560,000, 75/25 (town contributing 25%) grant. As with last year, the majority of 
the work in the grant process was done by Erin Newnan and we all owe her 
thanks. 


We have completed the update of the Hazard Mitigation Plan and are working on final approval 
and adoption of that plan. My thanks to the members of the committee, for their contribution. 


The last point relates to the Emergency Shelter. Once again, we had the use of Chester Academy 
to house the shelter, but I am happy to say that we have not needed to use it up to this point. 


Thank you to all of the people that make up the shelter staff.

In order for Chester to qualify for funding from the NH Highway Safety Agency, the 
town must have a Highway Safety Committee that meets on a regular basis. It is 
important for the Committee to have a variety of viewpoints from throughout the town on 
road issues. Residents from different sections of town are still needed as volunteers on 
the Committee. 


The Committee is currently meeting on a quarterly basis in the Meeting Room at 1:00 
P.M. Meeting dates for 2011 are as follows: February 18, 2011, May 20, 2011, August 
19, 2011 and November 18, 2011 at 1:00 PM in the Planning Board Office. 


Projects that receive funding from the NH Highway Safety Agency must relate directly to 
problems or potential problems that have been identified through the analysis of available 
traffic record data. 


Members of the Committee monitor the school bus evacuation drills held at Chester 
Academy. A report of this Committee’s observations is sent to the school and bus 
company following the drills. 


Highway safety issues discussed this past year were as follows: 


1. The Committee reviews motor vehicle crash reports that have occurred on 
town roads over the past year. 

2. Continues to review the need for a right turn lane at the intersection of 
North Pond Road and Route 102. 

3. Halloween continues to be a large event with a number of traffic safety 
issues. 

4. Monitoring of parades for the Town Fair and Centennial Celebration. 


The Committee continues to strive to achieve the goals set forth in our Mission Statement 
and meet the requirements set forth in NH RSA 238.

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Road Agent Report 


I appreciate your continued support as your Road Agent. 
Once again, no warrant articles were approved for major road projects. 


Projects completed this year were Webster Lane, which closed out the old road bond, and 
the wearing course was applied to Cole Road. Shoulder work continues on all roads to 
improve drainage, which is part of our regular road maintenance. 


Work planned for this summer is replacement of the Fremont Road Bridge at Towle 
Brook thanks to an 80/20 match from the State Bridge Aid Program. Replacement of 
Fremont Road Bridge is expected to begin in late June and be completed by mid- 
September. Fremont Road will be closed in that area during construction. 


We are also working on Federal grants (75/25 match) for the Rod & Gun Club Road and 
Fremont Road culvert project. 


We had another severe winter with seemingly endless plowing during January. As I say 
every year, thank goodness for our plow crews. 


Warrant articles for new trucks and a road bond to repair Town roads are vital to the 
improvement of our failing infrastructure. We are losing the battle on keeping up with 
repairs. 


I hope you will support these warrant articles at Town Meeting. Thank you.

Recycling & Solid Waste Committee 


As always, we would like to dedicate this report to the residents of Chester committed to 
protecting the environment and reducing taxes by recycling. 


2010 Transfer Station Summary 


In 2010, the facility’s waste stream totaled 836 tons, of which 314 tons were recycled. Of 
these 314 tons, 240 tons were kitchen* (household) recyclables (see the list below). This 
year, the average profit for recycling these kitchen recyclables was $11.75 per ton, versus 
a cost of $111.84 per ton for the compactor solid waste disposal. As a result, the 
recycling program resulted in a net savings of at least $26,862. This is a significant 
amount of savings, considering that the total disposal cost of the solid waste that went 
into the compactor was $58,320. 


Overall, 37.6% percent _of the Transfer Station waste stream was recycled. The 


individual cost and tonnage variances from several years ago are a continued reflection of 
the depressed economy. Consumers still bought and disposed of less goods and materials 
last year. The profit rebates for recycled commodities, however, showed surprising 
increases, a sign the national and world manufacturing economies are improving. We 
hope this trend will continue. 


Congratulations are due to all citizens who have participated in the program. We 
continue to hover just below the 40% minimum recycling goal set for all municipalities 
by the EPA and State. The efforts of Chester’s residents continue to be commendable 
and give us hope in the ability to someday meet and exceed the 40% goal. Let us 
continue and improve this good work in the future!

The 
consensus still is that we have reached the practical limits to the complexity of the 
program. We therefore do not anticipate any significant additions or changes to the 
commodities recycled in the future, unless mandated by law, or some other opportunity 
for significant cost savings arises. 


We continue to note that many residents do not utilize the Transfer Station facility and 
the relative convenience it provides. We encourage residents to visit the facility and meet 
our staff. Come and take advantage of what your taxes pay for. The facility is open to 
the public on Wednesday evenings from 6:00 to 8:00 pm, and on Saturdays from 7:00 am 
to 2:00 pm. 


In closing, we would like to encourage any citizens with constructive ideas for 
improvements or who are interested in serving on the committee, to please talk to one of 
our Transfer Station staff or contact the Office of Selectmen at 887-4979 for information 
about joining our committee.

The Chester Historical Society is a non-profit membership organization that exists to 
promote the study of the history of Chester, the preservation of history through the 
collection and protection of historical matter, and supports the continuing education of 
the community of the Town's ever evolving heritage. 


Scarecrows and the Stevens Memorial Hall re-dedication dominated the activities of the 
Historical Society this year. 


As anticipated in our previous report, a highly successful three-day celebration during 
May 2010 brought an outpouring of townspeople. There was something for everyone 
starting with a Selectman's Meeting on Thursday night with awards being given to 
various worthy recipients, and an interview with Jack Yencha, a former Selectman who 
was visiting from out of town. Friday evening we were treated to a musical evening 
directed and largely performed by Charles Lindsey. 


A parade led off Saturday's events, where we saw the newly restored 1931 Ford Fire 
Truck, the historic hand tub pump, a line of handsome antique automobiles, the Red Star 
Twirlers from Derry, the Pinkerton Marching Band, and an assortment of dignitaries and 
others dressed in period attire. An actual re-dedication followed upstairs in Stevens Hall 
where readings described how George Washington Stevens' bequest enabled the Town to 
afford the long needed, new Town Hall. We learned about the relocation of the old 
Chester Academy, the controversy about the design and the encroachment on the old 
Baptist church, and finally the original dedication in 1910. The bright sunny afternoon 
concluded with an ice cream social that spread out to tables and chairs on the front lawn. 


A special highlight during the celebration was the Girl Scout Troop who marched in 
uniforms typical of different eras and dedicated a garden surrounding a shade tree, in 
front of Stevens Hall, that commemorated important people in Chester's past. 


No report of the Stevens Hall re-dedication could fail to mention the conceptual planning, 
the convening of inspiring meetings, the organization and co-ordination of a multitude of 
details - all to the credit of our former Historical Society President, Hilary Hall. It was a 
task well done and greatly appreciated! 


Just in time for the celebration was the completion of the restoration of the interior of 
Stevens Hall including removing sheets of paneling and restoring plaster walls in the 
dining room, painting walls and ceilings throughout the building, installing new lighting 
fixtures, and sanding and refinishing wood floors. The Society's funds were able to pay 
for part of this work along with support from the Town and private donations. 


Part of the restoration project, not yet completed, is the extensive refurbishing of the 
Chickering concert grand piano purchased with Steven's funds at the time the Hall was 
built. At the moment this very fine instrument is in the shop of our local piano expert, 
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Brian Grindrod, having the case refinished, a new sounding board installed, and 
replacement of strings and mechanical parts. Anticipating this work to be completed in 
late April 2011, we look forward to another celebration and concert this coming Spring. 


In October, scarecrows appeared all over Town thanks to a suggestion by Jackie and Don 
Brown. Fifty burlap heads were cut out by Sylvia Anderson, stitched by Diane Methot, 
and had colorful faces painted by Jackie while Don made wood frames for supports. 
Scarecrow kits were sold and distributed to homeowners and businesses throughout the 
Town to be stuffed dressed and displayed creatively. 


No one predicted the amount of fun and excitement these provided. The church 
displayed a bride and groom, the post office a mailman being attacked by dogs. A 
ballerina with partner danced in front of one house and a neighborly visit at the mailbox 
was seen outside another. Humpty Dumpty sat on a wall at the end of Webster Lane and 
a woodworker near Edwards Mill suffered a serious hand dissevering while his wife 
stood aghast. 


The scarecrows were judged and ribbons awarded in two categories; namely, 
homeowners and businesses, and at least two newspapers carried articles showcasing the 
creative displays. Many have already ordered new kits for a rerun in October 2011, so 
this may become an annual Town-wide experience. 


A horse-drawn mail wagon built by Walter Lane, a rural delivery carrier in the early 
1900's and still cared for by the Lane family, was made available to the Society. Not 
having space to store it, we asked the Selectmen about using the two-car garage behind 
the Post Office. Since the Fire Department no longer needed it, Rich Antoine generously 
arranged to clean out obsolete items that were in storage in the building, and the mail 
wagon now has a home. This building will allow us to store and display other articles too 
big to be placed in our office in Stevens Hall. We are grateful to the Lane family for 
entrusting us with the wagon that has meaningful significance to the Town. 


While in the Spring many students at Chester Academy got to go out of town on an 
extended trip to Washington, DC, some stayed behind. For those remaining, the 
Historical Society provided a walking field trip from the school to the center of Town, 
including stopovers at Lockehaven where the Brown's live across from the Fire House, a 
visit inside the big white Church in the center of Town where Charles Lindsey explained 
the history of the structure, and a visit to Stevens Hall with its just finished shining floors. 
As we passed the white building behind the church on Rte 102, we explained that it was 
once a schoolhouse. One little girl announced: “I didn't know that. That's where I live.” 
So it is fun to impart historical information to those interested. 


In September, we opened our booth at the Town Fair and were delighted to chat about 
topics of interest with those who dropped by. History books, maps showing the layout of 
Chester land grants and other memorabilia are always available. 
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The Society meets bi-monthly: January, March, May, July, September, and November on 
the 4" Monday, usually at Stevens Hall, at 7 PM. Anyone interested in learning or 
contributing stories about Chester history is welcome. The Society’s office in Stevens 
Hall is open the 2™ Saturday each month from 10 AM to 2 PM.

Report 2010-2011 


The Chester Recreation Commission is a volunteer commission, appointed by the Board 
of Selectmen, responsible for the operation of the Multi-purpose Room, the town athletic 
fields, the Wason Pond Recreation Area and the Community Center. The Commission is 
also responsible for the organization and coordination of both formal and informal 
recreational programs throughout the year.

The Recreation Commission meets at 7:00 p.m. the second and fourth Monday of each 
month in the Recreation Office located in the Town Office Building. The Commission is 
in need of additional volunteers to assist in the rapidly growing recreational needs of the 
community. Chester residents are encouraged to attend our meetings to gain an 
understanding of the ongoing work of the Commission. The Recreation Office can be 
reached at (603) 887-5773. 


PROGRAMS & ACTIVITIES 


Summer Program 

The six-week Summer Program begins the first full week in July. The program consists 
of guided children’s activities, sports, and crafts as well as weekly field trips. Last year 
was the first season in which we offered full day programming, and it was a great 
success. We look forward to another successful summer season. There is a modest fee 
for this program, but no child will be turned away for financial reasons. Additionally, 
field trips are offered during the summer for all Chester children. 


Wason Pond Conservation & Recreation Area 

The Kids Fishing Derby is an organized event held annually the first weekend of June at 
the recreational area. The beach is open seasonally for families to enjoy, and picnic tables 
are available. The area is open to the public sunrise to sunset all year. The public is 
welcome to enjoy its natural beauty year round. 


Basketball Program 

Chester basketball provides a comprehensive, skills-based program in a fun-filled 
environment to over 120 children. Our players participate in the Lamprey River League 
and practice and play in the both the Multi-purpose Room and Chester Academy. 


Soccer Club: “Chester Soccer... it Kicks” 

Chester Recreation sponsors fall and spring soccer for players U6 through U12. The 
teams hold practices and games on the town fields for both the fall and spring season. For 
more information, you can visit their website at http://www.chestersoccer.com/. 
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Adult Yoga 

Again this year, we offered a yoga program that is run through the Recreation 
Department. Yoga is offered 2 or 3 days a week and has morning, afternoon and some 
evening classes. The schedule changes from season to season. The program, directed by 
Rhonda Woodward, Certified Kripalu Yoga Teacher, is designed for both beginner and 
experienced students. 


Adult Zumba 

You asked for it and you got it. Chester Recreation offers Zumba Classes. The classes 
are held every Monday night in the Multi-purpose Room. Our instructor provides many 
options. This way participants feel comfortable and receive the best workout for their 
individual needs. As the class grows in popularity, we will be adding additional nights. 


Multi-Purpose Room 

The Multi-purpose Room is scheduled by the Recreation Commission and is open for use 
by Town residents. There is an application and approval process coordinated through the 
Recreation Coordinator. Several recreational programs use this facility, including 
basketball, baseball, floor hockey, softball, and dances, the Senior Exercise Class, the 
Chester Mom’s Club, Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts. It is used for fundraisers for many of 
the Town’s charitable organizations and represents an invaluable resource for the 
townspeople. As it is a shared Town resource, the Recreation Commission is working 
with the Board of Selectmen to address maintenance issues with the floor. The Multi- 
purpose Room is an invaluable resource that is truly one of the busiest rooms in Town! 


Staff 

Daily responsibilities of the Recreation Coordinator include scheduling the Multi-purpose 
Room and the Community Center, coordinating field space and usage requests, 
conducting sign-ups for a variety of Recreation-sponsored programs, daily 
communication with and assisting Recreation Commissioners with their needs, planning, 
coordinating and implementing new programs along with the summer program, as well as 
meeting the bookkeeping needs for all of these programs. The Coordinator's 
responsibility additionally has been to prepare Wason Pond for summer and to assist with 
development plans for ball fields on the property. 


The Recreation Commission has adopted a statewide mandate to require that all 
volunteers have a background check before being able to work with children. All 
coaches and summer program employees will be required to go through a First Aid and 
CPR training course. It is our commitment that all children are safe and well supervised 
in all of our programs. 
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The Commission is continuing to work toward establishing new athletic fields at the 
Wason Pond Conservation and Recreation Area included in the Master Plan for that 
facility. Field space is very tight at the moment and scheduling practices and games is 
growing increasingly more difficult. As the Commission looks toward the future, we are 
dedicated to providing continued recreational opportunities in Town. The Recreation 
Commission owes a great debt of gratitude to the volunteers of the “Chester Field Of 
Dreams.” Their efforts at fund raising will help us realize the goal of playing fields at 
Wason Pond in the not too distant future. 


Recognition and Thanks 

The Recreation Commission would like to express our thanks to the volunteer coaches, 
referees, board and committee members, the Baseball league and its Board, as well as all 
of the dedicated parents that assist in all of these programs. The residents of Chester, 
especially its children, benefit from the dedication of these fine individuals who do not 
receive enough recognition for their time and effort.

The Chester Kitchen is a small commercial kitchen that the ‘aur S 
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commercial food processors. The Town of Chester owns 
School, and is located in the back of the Multi-Purpose Room ty 
at 84 Chester Street. This is a facility, which allows any Ot 
individual, or business that is approved for use by the NH }4 
State Bureau of Food Protection (BFP), to apply for and S 
maintain a commercial food license, with the Chester Kitchen 
as their address. Chester organizations and residents, who 
have priority use of the Kitchen, have a maintained facilityin 
which to prepare foods for events or non-profit resale. 


From a Commercial User’s standpoint, this Kitchen is perfect for bakers, personal chefs, 
and for the preparation of any other type of food product that can be approved by the 
BFP. The Kitchen is ideal for a Chester Resident who has lots of fruit to turn into jam, or 
who wants to do a large volume of cooking for a party or non-profit event (Please note 
that if you have rented the Multi-purpose Room for an event and also wish to rent the 
Kitchen, you must reserve the Kitchen separately, see contacts below). Occasional Users 
are limited to Chester Residents only. The Town will take no responsibility for training 
in food service safety, nor will it provide any marketing assistance. Each licensed 
processor must provide proof of insurance to use the Kitchen, and to indemnify the Town 
from any liability. All State guidelines regarding food service safety are the 
responsibility of each processor. 


The Kitchen is rented on an hourly basis to licensed processors, and Chester Residents 
who wish to use the Kitchen for their private use. Average hourly use per processor 
varies, and for FY 2010, has increased to sixteen (16) hours per processor. We currently 
have eleven (11) processors licensed by the State of New Hampshire to manufacture 
products for retail sale, or licensed caterers. 


Chester based non-profit organizations are exempt from fees, and a list of those 
organizations that have used the Kitchen to date are located in the policies and procedures 
handbook, which can be accessed online at www.chesterkitchen.com. 


This Kitchen provides a small revenue stream for the Town from the collection of hourly 
rental fees. The hourly rental fee is now $13, plus a $10 administration fee for each 
reservation, with an initial security/cleaning deposit of $50. Fees are collected 
immediately upon use and turned over to the Town Clerk for receipt. At the end of FY 
2009 the Chester Kitchen had provided $3112.75 to the General Fund, and at the time of 
this printing, will have collected $2587.35 toward FY 2010 General Fund.

The Library has had some departures from our Board of Trustees. Two longtime Library 
Trustees, Peter Leccese and Linda Heuer, decided not to seek reelection to the Board of 
Trustees. The Library thanks them for their years of service. Barbara Cannon and Renee 
Mallett were elected in 2010 to the Board of Trustees. Another new face at the Library is 
Shana MacKinnon, our new Saturday Library Page. 


The Library has resumed a 36-hour week. At the beginning of last January, we were 
down to a 30-hour week as a cost saving measure. For fiscal year 2011-2012, we hope to 
increase our operating schedule to a 38-hour week with Saturday hours of 10am to 2pm. 
The more hours we are open, the more opportunities residents have to use the Library. 


Last May, the Library received a Children’s Literacy Foundation (Clif) Grant. The Grant 
allowed the Library to select $2000 worth of youth biographies and nonfiction books. 
The addition of these books to our collection provides Chester’s children with titles 
useful for school assignments and pleasure reading. 


Wi-Fi service is now available to Chester residents. If your power or Internet is out, come 
to the Library with your laptop to connect to our wireless service. Don’t have a laptop? 
Come to the Library to use our three public access computers. We also offer one-to-one 
computer instruction. 


As a convenience to residents, the Library has extended the borrowing period of any 
book and audio book that has been in our collection for over six months. These items 
may now be borrowed for three weeks. Newer items may be borrowed for two weeks and 
videos may be borrowed for one week. Cardholders have the option to renew if another 
resident has not reserved the item that you have borrowed from the Library 


The Library now offers eBooks for cardholders to borrow through the New Hampshire 
Downloadable Books website (http://nh.lib.overdrive.com). Residents may download 
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these items to devices such as your Nook, Sony Reader, iPod touch, and the iPad. You 
may also borrow downloadable audio books from this site. Please feel free to contact the 
Library for instructions to access this great resource. 


Blu-Ray videos are now available to borrow at the Library. We are also loaning music 
CDs and CD-ROMs. Please remember that if the Library does not have the item you 
need, we can request the item from another library. We may also consider purchasing the 
item for our collection. 


If you use the Library, you will know that you receive more in services than you pay in 
taxes. Each resident paid $23.54 in taxes for FY 2010-2011 Library services ($108,800 
for library operations, wages, and benefits divided by 4621, the Town’s population). With 
the combined average cost of a new book, audio book, magazine subscription, and DVD 
being $15, a resident will recoup the tax dollars spent for Library services, plus change, 
by checking out two books during the year. Use the Library Use Calculator at 
http://www.nhlibrarians.org/calculator.html to determine your savings.

In addition to our monthly Pot Luck Lunches at Stevens Memorial Hall, we also host 
parties at the Community Center, including a New Year’s Eve Party, Superbowl Party, 
and Cabin Fever Lunch & Movie. Throughout the summer, we also meet on occasion to 
watch the Boston Red Sox, and of course, when the summer weather is in the extreme 
with heat and humidity, the Community Center is a cool refuge from the temperatures, 
with lots of ice and cold water available to more than just Seniors. 


Since winter 2009, we have joined with the Senior Centers of Salem, Windham, 
Londonderry, and Pelham for joint parties. It began with a Valentine’s day party, and has 
evolved to include annually, a Halloween Party, Christmas Party, Valentine’s and St. 
Patrick’s Day parties. These events are at local banquet/conference centers such at 
Castleton, Promises to Keep, or Granite Rose, and all include a fine meal and terrific 
entertainment. We annually plan on the Valentine’s Day Party, and one of the other 
parties as well. 


In addition, we plan 5 outings (day trips) annually, as well as our own Annual Birthday 
Party, a fine full meal at any one of the fine restaurants in New Hampshire. We have 
voted to car pool when the destination is within an hour of Chester (give or take a few 
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minutes), paying the driver of each car for gas (based on miles to destination). Passenger 
vans are rented when the destination is an hour and a half or more from Chester, and we 
continue to rent through Merchant’s Motors of Hooksett, as they offer the best rate. We 
have tried to plan at least one bus outing, but we are pleased to announce that through 
New England Coach of Raymond, we will be able to have 3 Bus Trips this year, giving 
our van drivers a rest! We preplan all our outings and our budget to be sure that we can 
keep the cost of outings cost free to our seniors. Our outings usually include a bit of 
history, horticulture, always a lot of fun, and sometimes a real adventure! We average 30 
seniors per trip, with the parties exceeding those numbers!

Our Annual Christmas Party at Stevens Memorial Hall found over 40 Seniors for a lunch 
of Roast Ham and Roast Turkey with all the fixin’s, and entertainment by Ms. Rebecca 
Rule, NH’s own Yankee humorist! She was terrific! 


We have an equally exciting schedule planned for 2010! The annual contribution from 
the Town covers all transportation for outings (bus or van rentals, gasoline), the total of 
the cost of outings (admissions/lunch), or a portion thereof, guest speakers, food and 
entertainment at the Christmas Party, and the Annual Birthday Luncheon. 


Our website provides access to our annual schedule, ideas for future outings, our by-laws, 
and links to the Visiting Nurses Clinic, other senior centers and assistance organizations.

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Public Access Community Television 


The Public Access Community Television Committee (PACT) exists 
to ensure that the Franchise Agreement between the Town of Chester 
and Comcast effective April 1, 2003 through March 30, 2013, operates 
without incident, and to manage the funds received from Comcast as a 
result of this agreement. Since April 1, 2003, the Town continues to 
receive franchise fees of subscribers’ cable bills (cable TV only, not 
cable internet per the FCC) in the amount of 1% quarterly. This 
money is reserved in a special revenue fund, the PACT Fund, and is 
delegated in thirds, for the maintenance of Public (CTV-21) and 
Government (CGTV-20), and Education (CET V-22) television. 





The PACT committee meets as needed to review the needs presented to them by CGTV-20, 
CTV-21, and CETV-22. The Town government meetings are cablecast live on CGTV-20 and 
then repeated. CTV-21 offers programming produced locally by CTV-21 as well as pre-recorded 
programs received from outside sources, and from our membership in the New Hampshire 
Coalition for Community Media (www.nhccm.com). CETV-22, the Education Channel provides 
pre-recorded programming, and the monthly School Board Meeting. Their portion of the PACT 


~ fund supports equipment expenses that they incur throughout the year. Since the current 


franchise agreement of April 1, 2003 all equipment purchased from PACT funds are the property 
of the Town of Chester, and not exclusive to the Chester School District. 


This year, PACT has found it necessary to make upgrades to our equipment in anticipation of 
making our programming totally digital. We replaced the computer for the digital editing suite 
and recycled a 6-year-old computer for the on air calendar generator. We purchased battery back 
up units to protect all our equipment from the “pesky” occasional power outages that are just 
enough to shut off the equipment located at 84 Chester Street. The studio is now tied into the 
Town’s new generator for emergency purposes which will enable the local channels to continue 
to broadcast out through the Comcast system. This year, the PACT has purchased a new digital 
“Tightrope” network to allow us to digitally record all government meetings for immediate 
playback on CGTV-20, as well as streaming them to the Town Website for “On-Demand” 
viewing. 


This upcoming year, we have increased the budget to allow purchase of a second Tightrope 
System for CTV-21, and cable Internet access to allow the streaming to happen. We will also 
budget for hourly pay to an individual to coordinate all programming for the three channels, 20, 
21, and 22. Other expenses are repayment to the General Fund of telephone, heat and electricity 
for the CGTV-20 & CTV-21 Studio. All expenses for Public Access Television in Chester are 
supported through franchise fees and have no tax impact. 


With all the preliminaries said, we suffered a huge loss this year with the passing of Mr. Dick 
Godfrey. Dick was the glue that held CGTV-20 and CTV-21 together for the past 13 years. Dick 
and Marge together kept the calendar up to date, and much of the local programming was due to 
their love of travel and their foresight in recording their travels. Dick was the king of analog 
video editing! Although we were fortunate to have a state-of-the-art digital editing suite, Dick 
was most comfortable, and obviously most productive, with the linear (analog) suite, for he 
produced 90% or more of all programming that came out of Chester cable over those 13 years! 
He interviewed notables such as Ms. Muriel Church and Mrs. Evelyn Noyes, and compiled 
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programs about everything from the Erie Canal System to Ice harvesting in New Hampshire. 
And Dick was the first and last face you saw at the Annual Town Meeting, either setting up or 
breaking down our equipment. Dick helped me to create and produce my earlier cooking show, 
and he taught me how to edit (analog of course), allowing me to edit my own shows, and other 
shows produced over the years. When we acquired the digital editing suite, I was able to embrace 
the technology much faster as a result of what he initially taught to me. One of these days, I may 
find the time to resurrect my cooking show, but it will never be the same without Dick huddled in 
the corner at the end of my tiny kitchen, recording and making it look a lot bigger than what it 
was and still is. 


Dick also kept the cable volunteers grounded. He kept the programming current and was always 
available to help record local events and shows, either at Stevens Memorial Hall, The Chester 
Congregational Baptist Church, the Town Fair, Memorial Day and Veterans Day Events, and so 
much more. Dick and Marge were our representatives to the New Hampshire Coalition for 
Community Media, went to every monthly meeting from its inception, helped to bring the 
programming produced by other members to Chester, and kept us informed of the changes within 
the Public/Educational/Government (PEG) community. The amount of work that Dick performed 
on behalf of the Town as a volunteer will never be matched by one individual. It will take a team 
of volunteers to continue with Dick’s legacy. To Dick, we salute you, we miss you, and you are 
with us whenever we walk into the studio! To Marge, thank you for allowing Dick to be our 
guide through the years, and with your help, making Public Access Community Television in 
Chester so popular and so necessary! 


Public Access Community Television in Chester always welcomes new volunteers, and we really 
need your help. The Town Meeting is forthcoming, and we invite you to help make it an annual 
cablecast success! The meeting will begin at 9AM on Saturday, May 14, and we will need help 
in setting up, and monitoring cameras. Give us a call if you have a few hours to spare! 


If you have an idea for a local program, we are open and always happy to guide you through the 
basic steps to create your own Television Programs. Some of you videophiles may already have 
an editing package on your home computers. Please share your “home movies” of an event that 
you have recorded, or even your summer vacation. Please remember that Chester Public Access 
is for the residents of Chester and that Public Access Television is made from the local 
community. If you need some help editing, we will help you. If it is a finished program, we will 
accept it on a finalized DVD for replay. If you would like to see a program cablecast at an earlier 
time, or from another town, please let us know. You may contact us at 887-2288, or email 
pegtalk@chesterpublicaccess.org. We also have a request form that you can pick up at the 
Chester Town Office Building in the lobby, or access on line at chesterpublicaccess.org.

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Spring Hill Farm Conservation Area 


We the Trustees of Spring Hill Farm are thrilled to report another exciting and prosperous year. 
Our tenants, Chad and Fawn Armstrong are continuing to do a fantastic job with the daily 
operations and the care of not only their own, but Miss Church’s remaining animals. 


For all who may be new residents to our town, we would like to take this moment to introduce 
you to Spring Hill Farm. 


In 1996, Miss Muriel Church donated her beloved 400-acre farm consisting of fields, ponds, and 
woodlands to the town with the wish that it remain a working farm for the residents of Chester to 
enjoy. As a lifetime member of the town, she saw how quickly development was taking away 
open space and burdening the taxpayers with additional educational, emergency, and 
infrastructure requirements. Prior to her death in December of 2001, Miss Church setup a Board 
of Trustees to oversee the farm’s activities and created a small Trust Fund to help defray the 
daily operational cost associated with the farm. The day-to-day operational costs are self- 
sustaining from rental payments, land leases, investment income, and the sale of farm-produced 
products such as hay. Tenants of the farmhouse maintain the property in a clean and orderly 
fashion, complete minor equipment repairs and perform minor building and fence repairs. The 
tenants also care for the farm animals living on the property. The buildings and property belong 
to the town, not the Trust, and it was agreed upon many years ago by the Selectmen that the town 
would be responsible for building maintenance and the Trust for its operation. 


Two very successful trail rides took place at the farm this year; the first was organized by the 
Derry Trail Riders Association for September 12th and the second was organized by the SPCA, 
who utilized the trails on the property as part of their event on September 19th. It was reported 
to the board that all who participated in these rides had a great time and looked forward to 
coming back the next year. 


We would also like to introduce two new members to the Board of Trustees, Thomas Edwards 
and Cindy LeBlanc. Tom’s experience as a general contractor has been valuable to the repair of 
the wooden bridge and the creation of a stopover area that has a fire pit to gather around and 
enjoy hot chocolate or cider once we start the hay and sleigh rides. Cindy’s agricultural 
knowledge and experience at operating a small vegetable and cut flower farm will be valuable to 
the revitalization of the fruit trees on the property and the introduction of additional crops to be 
sold for the sustainability of the farm. 


Sadly this year we had to say good-bye to one of our members, Julia Webb. Julia had been a 
valued member for the past three years. As president of the Derry Trail Riders Association, she 
was instrumental at organizing many trail rides taking place at Spring Hill Farm, including the 
ride that earned “The Best Trail Ride of the Year”. Julia resigned in November. Julia, thank you 
very much for your loyal service. 


Great News! It’s looking very good for bringing back the Hay and Sleigh rides to the farm. 
This is exciting because many good memories were made through the years when Miss Church 
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ran these rides, and we are hoping to be part of future memories in the years to come. There 
have been some obstacles to overcome but all parties involved are very close to an agreement. 
Once all is in place, there will be an announcement on the town website and the cable channel. 


CSA-The NHCSA, owned and operated by Mr. and Mrs. Gary Van Geyte, is located on a one- 
acre parcel across from the farm house and is continuing to prosper in its second year. They 
have installed a well that will be hooked up to an irrigation system prior to the next growing 
season. 


Other Happenings-With the help of volunteers, we were able to do some badly needed property 
cleanup and improvements; for example, spread wood ash on the hay fields to amend the soil, 
prune the overgrowth on the trails, and start the revitalization of the apple and pear trees on Lane 
Road. One member of the trust met with the youths participating in Pinkerton’s Future Farmers 
of America (FFA) to introduce them to the farm and the activities that will need the help of 
volunteers to execute and implement. There was great enthusiasm and many signed up to help.

History 

In January of 2003, the Town of Chester purchased 105 acres of land surrounding Wason Pond 
for the sum of 1.55 million dollars. The land was purchased with conservation funds, which had 
been set aside for use by the Conservation Commission to purchase properties and conservation 
easements. The Conservation Commission voted to approve the expenditure in order to acquire 
the property for mixed conservation and recreational uses. 


A seven-person advisory committee oversaw the writing of the conservation easement, which 
has been placed on the property to protect it from future development or from activities or uses 
that would be out of keeping with accepted conservation practices. The committee also hired E. 
Ann Poole to draft a Master Plan for the property. This Plan outlines the development of ball 
fields, the reclamation and restoration of the shorelines, wetlands, and other environmentally 
sensitive areas. Once this committee had completed its tasks, it was disbanded and replaced by 
the Wason Pond Commission.

Mission 


The Commission’s role is to provide oversight of the Wason Pond Conservation and Recreation 
Area, thus insuring that the Conservation Easement is being followed, the Master Plan is being 
implemented correctly, and to provide guidance for future projects and activities in and around 
Wason Pond. 


What is new at Wason Pond? 

By the time this report goes to print, the new dam at Wason Pond will be complete. Following 
the completion of the dam, our next task will be to build a timber-framed pedestrian bridge 
spanning the width of the dam. This will allow foot traffic over the bridge to the east side of the 
property completing a natural loop of the pond. To accomplish this task, a group of interested 
citizens has joined our Commission to help with the planning of the project. We have enlisted the 
Timber Framers Guild to assist us with our bridge construction project. This group of experts 
will help us with everything from the bridge design, to a lumber and materials list, and timber 
selection. They offer help with fundraising and other aspects of the project as well. During the 
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construction, they will be onsite guiding a group of volunteers through each building phase as 
well as the final bridge placement over the dam. 


We are seeking donations of money, materials, equipment, and labor to help bring this project to 
completion. The cost of the project is estimated at approximately $40,000. Please contact 
chairman Richardson with any questions regarding this project.

Did you know that one compact fluorescent light bulb uses only about 10% of the 
energy that a regular incandescent light bulb uses and that the new LED light bulbs 
uses only about 4% of the energy that a regular incandescent light bulb uses. 
Changing your light bulbs can save you hundreds of dollars per year and reduce our 
local energy requirements! Conservation saves in more ways than one can imagine! 


The Chester Conservation Commission is a seven-member, all-volunteer board appointed 
by the Selectmen under the provisions of state RSA 36-A: 2, which allows municipalities 
in New Hampshire to establish commissions “for the proper utilization and protection of 
the natural resources and for the protection of watershed resources.” This work includes 
preparing maps and plans, "keeping an index of open space and natural, aesthetic, or 
ecological areas" within the town in order to obtain information “pertinent to proper 
utilization of all such areas." The Commission acts as an advisory board to other town 
and state boards and agencies involved in land use planning and work to natural resources 
in Chester. 


The Chester Conservation Commission meets on the first and second 
Tuesdays of each month. The first meeting is a planning meeting only and 
is not televised. The second meeting is used to review subdivision 
applications, wetlands permit applications, and other matters presented to 
the Commission for comment. Both meetings are open to the public and 
input is encouraged. 


The Conservation Commission officers are as follows: Charles Myette, Chairman; Baron 
Richardson, Jean Methot, Patrick Connelly -Treasurer, and Phil Cassista. Currently the 
Commission is in need of 2 new members. Please contact one of the existing members if 
you are interesting in joining and helping conserve Chester’s natural resources. 


The past year (2010-11) the Conservation Commission has been working on several land 
preservation and protection projects including wetland studies, flooding issues, stream 
restoration and conservation easements. 


Joint meetings with Sandown, Fremont and Danville —Chester continues to be 
involved with our neighboring Conservation Commissions to approach our conservation 
issues on a regional scale. Our first regional project has recently been completed 
evaluating the biodiversity along the Exeter River to establish baseline ecological 
conditions. 


Land Conservation - The Strategic Land Protection Commission (SLPC), voted into 
existence by town residents in order to better protect open space, is an arm of the 
Conservation Commission and the two boards work together to educate residents on the 
advantages of placing conservation easements on their property. The conservation 
commission is currently working on developing permanent easements on the 98 acre 
Hatton property off of Lane Road, the 12 acre Grimes Property along the south shore of 
North Pond, and a 20 acre parcel along the Exeter River between Fremont Road and Old 
Sheppard Home Road. The Commission is also working with 3 developers to place 
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conservation easements on over 200 acres within 3 separate subdivisions off Haverhill 
Road, Raymond Road, and Route 121A. 


Wetlands Issues — The issue of wetlands continues to be a very sensitive area of concern 
throughout the Town and how they are protected, abused, and affected by urbanization. 
Over the past few years, the Conservation Commission has been mapping Chester’s 
Natural Resources which has included the mapping of all wetlands two acres and larger 
and identifying Prime Wetlands within the Chester Town Limits. Prime wetlands are 
unique wetlands that meet specific and unique requirements of the NH Department of 
Environmental Services classification and are sensitive environments deserving of 
protection from the effects of urbanization. Some of these wetlands in Chester are home 
to Atlantic White Cedars that are 300-500 years old, Black gum trees, and endangered or 
protected species such as Spotted or Blanding turtles. This past year Oak Hill 
Environmental completed the Prime Wetland Designation Study that identified 21 
wetlands that met NHDES criteria. The study will be used to evaluate and mitigate 
potential impacts to these wetlands as a result of development. 


Wason Pond — The Commission continues to be an active member of the Wason Pond 
Conservation and Recreation Commission. Members of the Commission sit on the 
advisory board and have two seats on the commission. The 105-acre WPCRA was 
purchased with $1.55 million from the Town’s Conservation Fund and is governed by an 
easement that restricts use to recreation and conservation purposes. The Commission has 
been very involved in oversight of the dam construction project and currently involved in 
the planning for construction of a timber frame covered bridge to be built by volunteers 
and guided by the Timber Framers Guild which is an international guild headquartered in 
New Hampshire. 


Spring Hill Farm — The Commission also is an active member of the Spring Hill Farm 
Trust. In accordance with Miss Church’s wishes who donated over 400 acres of farm 
land to the Town, one member of the Conservation Commission is a member of the Trust 
that manages the land and acts as stewards of the Trust and Conservation Easement. 


Easement Monitoring- Every easement purchased by the Town or donated to the Town 
requires ongoing annual monitoring by the Commission. It is not enough to say that a 
parcel of land has an easement; it must also be checked regularly to ensure that the terms 
of the easement are being upheld. The Town now has over twenty easement properties 
totaling over 1000 acres to monitor that range in use from farmland to forests and natural 
areas to wetlands. Due to the time-consuming nature of this work, the Commission has 
contracted with organizations such as the Seacoast Land Trust and the Rockingham 
County Conservation District to perform baseline evaluations on each of these properties, 
as well as a yearly monitoring program. Currently, this work is funded by the 
Commission’s annual operating budget, and the Conservation Fund. 


Mandated Easements - As land that is easy for development becomes used up in 
Chester, developers are increasingly looking at “marginal” lands that have wetlands and 
steep slopes for development. When the state approves a subdivision on such land, it 
typically asks for mitigation in the form of easements elsewhere in the development. As 
a result, the Town of Chester finds itself with an increasing number of easements that it 
may or may not necessarily have sought. Almost all of these easements are part of a 
private lot. As an example, Premiere Estates has five conservation easements — each on a 
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separate lot, the North Pond development area will have two, and the Cedar View 
development on Ledge Road will have several lots impacted. Any property owner with 
such an easement who has questions can contact the Conservation Commission for 
guidance. 


Exeter River Local Advisory Committee (ERLAC) - The Exeter River begins as a 
small stream in the protected Herrick Woods of Chester and gains strength from several 
tributaries before it tumbles over the dam in downtown Exeter and changes its identity to 
the tidal Squamscot River. More than 18% of the Exeter River Watershed lies within the 
Chester Town limits and because of the smaller size of the river near the head waters is 
more sensitive to change in water quality as a result of urbanization. Over the past 16 
years, the impervious surface in Chester has doubled increasing runoff as evidenced by 
recent localized flooding. Along the way it passes through the communities of Raymond, 
Brentwood, Kingston, and Exeter. In order to help ensure the continued good health of 
this watershed, provide wildlife corridors and infiltrate runoff, a wetland buffer is in 
place to help filter runoff to the Exeter River corridor where it passes through Chester. 
ERLAC is a committee made up of members of all the towns through which the Exeter 
River flows including Chester. The committee is charged with developing a river 
corridor management plan and advising the DES and riverfront towns on matters 
affecting the river. 


Town Forests — The Conservation Commission also has the responsibility to manage the 
Town Forest properties. This year we are active in developing easements and 
management plans for the North Woods, the Hatton property, and the South Woods 
which have all been approved by the Town as Town Forest. Additionally, we are 
working with an U.S. Dept. of Agriculture Natural Resources Conservation service and a 
forester to implement an invasive species management plan on these lands as part of a 3- 
year grant to the Town. We are in the ca year of the program. 


Trails - The Commissions trails sub-committee continues to work to map, maintain, and 
preserve the Town’s bridle paths and hiking/biking trails. A GPS has been purchased by 
the Commission to help map and track changes to trails in this rapidly changing 
community. The Commission is working currently with developers and local users of the 
trails to identify and preserve trails on their property that have been long used by 
residents. 


Commission Membership — The Commission Meetings are open to the public, and we 
welcome new members and alternate members who wish to have a hand in the future of 
Chester and the preservation of its natural resources and rural characteristics. Please join 
us in conserving Chester’s unique and valuable resources.

CART 


The Cooperative Alliance for Regional Transportation (CART), a regional public transportation 
agency established by the legislature in 2005, provides demand-response curb-to-curb 
transportation and operates in eight communities within the Greater Derry-Salem area of 
Rockingham County. The CART region includes the towns of Chester, Derry, Danville, 
Hampstead, Londonderry, Salem, and Windham. 


Funding for CART is through a combination of federal, municipal and private sector dollars. 
Federal Transit Administration (FTA) grants cover approximately 50% of CART’s operating 
expenses. Non-federal matching funds come from a combination of grants and the 
municipalities that the service operates in. 


CART’s hours of operation run Monday through Friday 8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. and passengers 
are asked to schedule their trip at least 24 hours in advance by contacting the CART call center at 
603-434-3569. CART does not provide weekend or holiday service. 


CART is public transportation and is available to any resident of a participating community for 
any purpose. 


A zone based fare structure is in place for travel and are indicated as follows: 


Zone-1 travel within one community is $3.00 per one way trip; 
Zone-2 travel between communities is $4.00 per one way trip; 


Zone-3 __ travel to pre-approved out of medicals destinations is $5.00 per one way trip. 


Half fare passes are available for individuals who possess a valid Medicaid card, or receive town 
welfare assistance, or reside in HUD subsidized public housing/Section 8 or children with 
Healthy Kids Gold coverage. 


General travel between communities is unlimited and available all weekdays but is subject to 
seating availability. Pre-approved out of region medical destinations a include:

There was a moment of silence for the Boston Post Cane holder, Alice D. Renaud, whose passing was 
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heard of yesterday. Ms. Renauld was 90 years old and a resident of Chester for 54 years. 


A motion was made that the reading and discussion of, and voting on, Special Warrant Articles #10, #11, 
and #12 be done all at the same time; the motion was seconded. An addendum was added to the 
motion to specify that the voting for Special Warrant Article #11 not be closed until after the results for 
Special Warrant Article #10 were announced, and that voting for Special Warrant Article #12 not be 
closed until after the results for Special Warrant Article #11 were announced. The purpose of this is to 
allow those whose votes for Articles #11 or #12 are dependent on the results of the previous article to 
have time to submit their votes after the results are announced. This motion was seconded. The 
question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative and the motion carries. As these are bond 
issues, the polls must remain open for one hour after voting begins. No other financial articles will be 
voted on until the results are known. 


A motion was made that all Warrant Articles need only be read once, unless changes to the wording are 
made. The motion was seconded. The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative and 
the motion carries. 


A point of order was made that Article #9 needed to be bypassed in order to consider Special Warrant 
Articles #10 - #12, as per RSA bond articles must be considered before any others. Article #9 will be 
addressed after Articles #10, #11, and #12. 


Special Warrant Article # 10 


Shall the Town raise and appropriate the sum of two hundred eighty thousand dollars ($280,000) (gross 
budget) to repair the Wason Pond Dam and to authorize the issuance of not more than one hundred forty 
thousand dollars ($140,000) of bonds and/or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal 
Finance Act ( NH RSA Chapter 33:8) for this purpose, and authorize the Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate, such bonds and/or notes and to determine rates of interest thereon, and further authorize the 
Selectmen to accept any funds from the State of New Hampshire, Federal Government and private 
sources for this purpose as they become available. The Conservation Commission has authorized the use 
of one hundred forty thousand dollars ($140,000) from the conservation fund for this purpose. Fees paid 
to the NH Bond Bank and legal fees associated with the bond are included in this appropriation.

Article #10 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Chuck Myette, Chairman of the Conservation Commission and member of the Wason Pond Commission, 
gave a brief presentation on the history of the Wason Pond property. The dam was built in 1931; the 
property was purchased by the Town, using Conservation funds, in 2003. The dam was damaged by the 
Mother's Day Floods of 2006, and subsequent inspections by the Town Engineer and DES found 
deficiencies. On the advice of the Town Engineer and DES, the spillway was lowered, and fill, sandbags, 
and a temporary fence were installed. These actions were intended to be temporary, and the fact that 
the Town had not completed permanent repairs as of November 30", 2009, allows DES to fine the Town 
$2,000 per day until said repairs are completed. Fortunately, these fines have yet to be levied. Similar 
Articles have been on the Warrant for the past two years without success. 


Should Special Warrant Article #10 pass, the dam repair will protect the Town's investment, restore the 
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pond water height to its previous level, and allow the Town to resume recreational activities at the site. 
It will also lessen the danger to residents who live downstream, and eliminate long-term ecological 
impacts, avoiding deterioration. At present it is a favorable construction environment, due to low costs. 


Should Special Warrant Article #10 fail, the Town will lose not only this low bid, but also lose recreation 
activities at the Pond, lose the ecological benefits, and lose flood control. The State is in the process of 
identifying dangerous dams right now. 


Dam repair designs were sought, and four bids received; the low bid has been accepted. Its $292,000 
price breaks down as follows: 


Base Cost $241,000 
Engineering $ 10,000 
Construction Oversight $ 25,000 
Permits $ 3,000 
Timber Bridge $ 5,000 
Contingency $ 8,000 


It is believed that there is no need for the Contingency, and the Town will build its own Timber Bridge 
using Town Timbers, and holding a Timber Bridge building workshop. The Conservation Commission has 
volunteered to use Conservation Funds totaling $140,000 to make up half of the $280,000 needed to 
perform the repairs. The Town will need to raise and appropriate the remaining $140,000. If this were 
to be raised in one year, the tax impact would be $0.51. Instead, a five-year bond was proposed. 


Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


Richard LeBlanc asked about the Budget Committee Estimate of Warrant Article Tax Impact, which 
showed that Article #10 would require $168,043 to be raised, not $140,000. Budget Committee Vice- 
Chair Chris Hadik answered that the $168,043 number included principal, interest, and origination fees 
for the bond. He also confirmed that this is the third time a Warrant Article has been proposed to repair 
the Wason Pond Dam. In previous years the Budget Committee did not recommend the Articles, as they 
had no comfort level with them. They had received no designs nor State approval. This year they had 
received designs and bids and therefore were in support of this Article. 


Craig Robie asked if the dam had been inspected by DES, and written documentation of same received, 
before the Town purchased the property. Mr. Myette stated that DES had inspected it, although no 
written documentation was received; however, he reiterated that the damage was done in 2006, three 
years after the property was purchased. Selectman Landau stated that the State Dam Bureau had not 
been strict on enforcement until the Alton Dam was destroyed; now the Town pays DES every year to 
come in and inspect. He explained that the Mother's Day Floods in 2006 caused a breach in the left hand 
sidewall, as there was not enough area to absorb all of the water. The sandbags currently in place were 
a temporary compromise between the Town and the previous State Dam Engineer; the current State 
Dam Engineer wants them to be removed. Mr. Robie asked what the cost would be to simply leave the 
dam as is, or to remove it entirely; Mr. Myette stated that the only choices were to repair it, or to tear it 
out. It cannot be left as it. Selectman Landau did not have a firm figure for removal, but estimated it to 
be somewhere in the $200,000 range. 


Andrew Hadik spoke in favor of the Article, citing the willingness of the Conservation Commission to 
cover half of the cost, and stating that removing the dam entirely would turn the area into a swamp. He 
has lived in Chester since 1957 and believes that Wason Pond is a community place and adds to the 
Town's quality of life. 


A member of the public stated that the economy is difficult, and that it is inevitable that taxes will go up. 
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However, with potential fines of $2,000 per day since November 30", the sum total is approaching 
$300,000. He commended the Conservation Commission for putting their own money into the game, and 
meeting the Town halfway. At a total cost over the life of the bond of ~$103 per household, it was time 
to get this job done. 


Maureen Lein stated that the Town needed to protect its investment. 


Gene Charron stated that the State was looking for any sources of revenue right now, and that they 
would in time come after Chester. The State is enforcing things that they never enforced before to 
generate revenue. 


Michael Shea asked that the question be called; Moderator Scott stated that the vote would not yet be 
opened, but that he would entertain a motion to cut off discussion, which was moved and seconded. 
The voice vote was in the affirmative; discussion on Special Warrant Article #10 will cease. The vote will 
be opened after discussion has ceased on Special Warrant Article #11, and the polls will be open for one 
hour. 


Voting on Special Warrant Article #10 was opened at 8:30pm; the polls will remain open until 9:30pm. 
Voting on Special Warrant Article #10 was closed at 9:35pm.

Pulpit Rock Road — reclaim, base and wear coat and shoulder gravel; Rod & Gun Club Road - 
reclaim, base and wear coat, and shoulder gravel; 


and to further authorize the issuance of not more than one million five hundred thousand dollars 
($1,500,000) of bonds and/or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (NH 
RSA Chapter 33:8) and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate, such bonds and/or notes and 
to determine rates of interest thereon, and to authorize the Selectmen to accept any funds from the 
State of New Hampshire, the Federal Government and private sources as they become available. Fees 
paid to the NH Bond Bank and legal fees associated with the bond are included.

Special Warrant Article #11 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Road Agent Michael Oleson spoke in support of this Article. He stated that in 2008 he had submitted a 
Warrant Article for repairs to East Derry Road, which was supported by both the Board of Selectmen and 
the Budget Committee; however, this had been voted down. In 2009 he had submitted a Warrant Article 
for repairs to East Derry Road and drainage on other sites at a total cost of $1.4M; this had been 
supported by the Board of Selected but not by the Budget Committee, and it also had been voted down. 


Three of the roads on last year's Warrant Article were washed out in the March floods, and cost $50k to 
repair. The Town needs to work on their infrastructure. Cold patch, salt, and plowing all cost more on 
these damaged roads; property values go down. Newer roads will need to get in line behind these older 
roads when repairs on them are needed. The $1.5M he is requested will not finish all of the above 
referenced projects, but his plan is to start from the top down and complete each project entirely in the 
order they are listed. 


Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


Bryan Remillard asked why Road Agent Oleson had not finished the roads originally worked on with 
money from the last bond. Road Agent Oleson stated that he could not justify spending money on 
asphalt for Fremont Road or Lane Road, which were begun on the previous bond; they had failure spots, 
and it would be like putting a new house on a bad foundation. 


Vice-Chairman Cannon stated that as liaison to the Highway Department, he often goes on “ride-alongs” 
with the Road Agent, and agreed that some of these roads are a hazard to navigation, and only get 
worse with every storm event. 


Craig Robie asked how many miles of road were referenced in this Warrant Article. Road Agent Oleson 
stated that it was approximately 7 miles. Mr. Robie queried that $1.5M would not cover all seven miles; 
Road Agent Oleson confirmed that that was likely so, depending on the price of asphalt. Asphalt was 
currently up $11/ton, which is 16%, since January. Mr. Robie asked if the roadwork would be going out 
to bid; Road Agent Oleson confirmed that it would. 


Richard LeBlanc stated that it was time for the Town to support the Road Agent. He was recently 
following Road Agent Oleson along Fremont Road, and he saw the asphalt breaking up under his truck 
tires. It was of no use to put on a wear coat. 


A member of the public asked where the Town was on the payment schedule for the previous $2.1M 
bond; Selectman Brown stated that it was in the 6" year. 


Kris Venner asked if a new bridge on Rod & Gun Club Road was included with this work; it is not. Road 
Agent Oleson is working with Erin Newnan, researching grants for “water crossings”. No work would be 
done on the road until the bridge is done. 


Baron Richardson stated that during the last flood, it was not safe to cross at the intersection of Rod & 
Gun Club Road, and his road, due to a culvert issue. There are 13-14 households on that road that have 
no egress if the road is impassible. 


Budget Committee member Chuck Heuer complimented Road Agent Oleson on a fine job as Road Agent, 
and for a good plan. However, he stated that the Budget Committee only had a Statement of Work, 
nothing more. The Operating Budget was already up 10%, with the School adding another $400 to tax 
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bills, and the Town was still paying on the prior Road Bond. There are ~52-54 miles of road in town, 
each road with a ~20-year lifecycle; therefore, 2.6 miles of road needs to be addressed each year. Large 
bonds address some roads, not all; they are not a systematic approach, and families cannot plan for 
these expenses. The Budget Committee would prefer to see a fixed amount set aside each year, which 
would not only save the interest on a bond, but would also grow and take care of roads year after year. 


Erin Newnan stated that holding onto one's money was not as easy if one could not get to work, due to 
the condition of the roads. Unfortunately, there are no grants available for road work; the Town is 
considered to own the infrastructure, and they are expected to pay for its maintenance. A CIP would be 
a good idea, but how many years had gone by since the Town raised money for the roads? 


Road Agent Oleson spoke in response to Mr. Heuer's comments, stating that the Highway Department 
actually needs a large sum to get the process jumpstarted; $10M is a realistic figure. 


Mike Romick asked how long the projects under this Warrant Article would take; would the work be done 
before the end of Road Agent Oleson's tenure? Road Agent Oleson answered that it would all be 
completed this summer; although the work is large to the Town, it is small to those who bid upon it. 


Budget Committee Chair Rhonda Lamphere stated that the previous road bond of $2.1M had been 
passed in 2003, and the final payment was due in 2014. 


As no other members of the public wished to speak, Moderator Scott called for an end to discussion; this 
was moved and seconded. The voice vote was in the affirmative; discussion on Special Warrant Article 
#11 will cease. 


Voting on Special Warrant Article #11 was opened at 8:47pm; the polls will remain open until 9:50pm. 
Voting on Special Warrant Article #11 was closed at 9:50pm.

Road Agent Michael Oleson spoke in support of this Article. He has submitted a Warrant Article for work 
on East Derry Road for two years now; each year it has been defeated. He originally proposed two 
solutions to the Board of Selectmen, one for $1M and one for $350k; the Board preferred the latter. 
Road Agent Oleson described this as a band-aid solution; in five years after performing this work, East 
Derry Road will look just like Fremont Road does now. He has had two contractors look at it; Eight 
inches below the road surface is mud. The road is dangerous, causing damaged vehicles and accidents; 
it has drainage problems; it requires excessive amounts of cold patch. He has been asked if there are 
any other ways to fix the road; there are not. 


Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


As no members of the public wished to speak to this Article, Moderator Scott suggested that discussion 
cease; this was moved and seconded. The voice vote was in the affirmative; discussion on Special 
Warrant Article #12 will cease. 


Voting on Special Warrant Article #12 was opened at 9:00pm; the polls will remain open until 10:00pm. 
Voting on Special Warrant Article #12 was closed at 10:00pm. 

Yes 99 / No 70 Article #12 fails due to not receiving 2/3rds of the vote.. 

At this point, the Board of Selectmen took control of the meeting in order to present this year's awards.

Selectman Landau asked that members of the public in attendance give some consideration to having 
Town Meeting moved to a different day of the week, perhaps a weekend rather than a weeknight. A 
ballot box is set up in the rear of the Multi Purpose Room so that a straw poll can be taken. 


At the conclusion of this section, Moderator Scott again took control of the Meeting. 

A motion was made to take Article #29 out of order; this motion was seconded and the question was 
called. The voice vote was in the affirmative; Article #29 will be taken out of order. 

Petitioned Warrant Article # 29 

We the citizens of Chester, petitioned the board of selectmen to put forth a Warrant Article. The Warrant 
Article should eliminate the elected road agent position at the end of his term (2010-2011) and replace it 
with a public works coordinator, whose job description will be determined by the board of selectmen at 


the time of hiring. 


Article #29 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 
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Moderator Scott called for discussion. 

Dennis Maloney moved to table the article; the motion was seconded. 

The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #29 is tabled. 

Dennis Maloney then moved to restrict reconsideration on Article #29; the motion was seconded. 


The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #29 cannot be taken off the 
table for seven (7) days. 


Article # 9 


To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, and Committees of Officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


Article #9 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 
Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


Budget Committee Chair Lamphere asked to add an amendment to this article in order to add a 
statement of clarification to the official record of Town Meeting; this was moved and seconded. The 
Amendment reads: 


Statement of Clarification — Errors in Reports 
From the Budget Committees 


Taken up at the Annual Town Meeting on May 12, 2010 under warrant article #9 


@ On page 119 and again on page 121, the Finance Director states that the Budget Committee 
“cut” (budgets). Under RSA 32, the Committee does mot have any authority to “cut”, or reduce, 
or increase a budget. The Committee has the authority to review a budget submitted to them by 
the governing body (the Selectmen) and make their own recommendations to the Legislative 
body at this annual meeting. 


@ On page 119 of the Finance Department's report, the Finance Director states: 
"The budget committee recommendation of $3,179,989 decreased the 2008-2009 
budget by $264,909 or 7.7% over the previous year. With those cuts public safety 
(Fire & Police) saw a reduction of 24.3%; and the Highway Department saw a 
reduction of 13.8%.” 


Response: The following information is the actual budgets that were approved:

@ On page 121 of the Finance Department's report, the Finance Director states: 


"In the 2009-2010 budget, employee raises and benefits in the amount of $27,262 
were cut by the Budget Committee and have not been funded.” 


Response: In February of 2009, the Selectmen increased salaries of certain public safety 
employees in excess of the 5% COLA pool that was approved at the Annual Town Meeting in 
May, 2008. 


At last year's Annual Town Meeting, the Budget Committee did not recommend the portions of 
the salary increases that exceeded a 5% annual pay increase. This is the reference being made 
to the $27k “cut”. The BC's recommended budget was approved by the legislative body. 





Al Hamel asked what the bottom line was. Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that the Finance 
Director's report was incorrect, and the Budget Committee wanted it corrected. 


The question was called as to the Amendment; the voice vote was in the affirmative. The Amendment 
to Article #9 carries and the wording will be inserted on the Warrant. 


The question as to Article #9 was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #9 carries. 
Special Warrant Article # 13 


Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of seventy thousand, three hundred fifty-three 
dollars ($70,353) to hire a new full-time police officer for the Chester Police Department with a salary of 
thirty-five thousand, three hundred sixty dollars ($35,360) per year, health insurance costs of twenty-six 
thousand, six hundred twenty dollars ($26,620), a New Hampshire Retirement match of five thousand, 
one hundred seventy-three dollars ($5,173) and a full uniform and equipment cost of three thousand, 
two hundred dollars ($3,200). 


Recommended by the Board of Selectmen 2-0-2 
Not Recommended by Budget Committee 1-6-0 
(Tax Impact .12) 


Article #13 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 

A petition was received with the required five signatures to have this article decided by a paper ballot. 
Moderator Scott called for discussion. 

Timothy Jackson stated that he was appalled by the high cost of health insurance, and that his own 


didn't cost that much, for a family of six. This cannot be afforded at this time; it should be considered 
later. 


Vice-Chairman Cannon stated that a committee had been formed to review benefits, and it would begin 
meeting right away. As to the Article, Chester is well below the average for police officers per population, 
and is the only town in the area not providing 24/7 coverage. The State Police provide backup when no 
Chester officers are on duty; however, there is at least a 20-30 minutes response time, as they are 
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located on Route 95. There are currently 5 full-time officers, 3 part-time officers, and 2 new part-time 
officers. All shifts cannot be covered with this personnel, so overtime is used. Adding a full-time officer 
can cut the part-time salary line by 45%. 


Police Chief Bill Burke confirmed, for those who were concerned, that the four Police Officers in 
attendance at tonight's meeting were there on their own time, and not “on the clock”. He stated that the 
streets don't close at midnight, and that the officer covering an overnight position 4-5 nights a week was 
dealing with drugs and DWIs. An additional full-time officer would be an investment; it would allow for 
follow-ups and investigations. As things stand there is not enough manpower to provide all the 
necessary services. 


Kevin McGuire asked if the crime rate was up. The statistics he found from 2004-2007 indicated that the 
crime rate in Chester was low. 


Scott Haggert identified himself as a member of the Fire Department and a part-time Police Officer. He 
stated that formerly Chester had “call officers” at night. However, he ceased doing that eight years ago 
as he felt it was inappropriate. 


Michael Oleson stated that he had received a call at 4:30am one morning from an alarm company, 
informing him that an alarm had been activated at the home of a senior acquaintance. He arrived at the 
home and together with the homeowner waited for 45 minutes for the State Police to arrive. He spoke of 
the fear in the homeowner's eyes when he arrived. He also indicated that as Road Agent he depends on 
the Police Department on winter nights to keep him informed on the state of the roads. 


Lorna Hazelton asked Police Chief Burke for a schedule of coverage. He replied that generally he works 
from 8am —- 7pm and Sergeant Berube works from 10am — 6pm, as two people are needed during the 
day. There is a 4pm - 12am shift, and a 12am - 8am shift 5 days a week. Weekend shifts are open. 
There are 72 shifts to cover in an average month; in the month of May, at this point, 18 remain open. A 
new officer would join a rotating schedule with some nights and weekends. 


Gary Welch stated that it costs a lot to put a police officer on, but the Town is growing, and there is a 
bad economy and a great deal of traffic. He agreed that the Health Insurance cost was extraordinary. 


A member of the public stated that federal tax dollars were going to cover a six-story building in 
Manchester; in comparison, this was not a lot of money. The Chester Police Department are also first 
responders in medical situations; in her experience, this has worked well; waiting for the State Police at 
1:30am has not. 


Gene Charron stated that he had served on the Police Department in Chester many years ago, and that 
the world was much more violent now. The Town should not rely on the State Police to bail them out; 
Chester Police Officers needed to be available to respond. He was in favor of this article. 


Budget Chair Lamphere stated that the Budget Committee did not support this Article. She stated that 
she didn't recall ever being asked if she was in favor of 24/7 coverage, although she surmises that the 
Police and Highway Departments are, and perhaps the Fire Department is also. She stated that although 
one was requested, a staffing model was not received, and that the Budget Committee believes that the 
Police Department already has enough manpower to cover shifts 24/7. She stated that in the past 10 
months, the Police Department has hired two new full-time officers, one after being approved at last 
year's Town Meeting and the other after being approved by the Board of Selectmen. Costs are escalating 
every year, and there are currently 5 full-time officers, plus the Chief. She quoted from the minutes of 
last year's Town Meeting, page 186 of this year's Town Report: "Ron Petrie asked if hiring two full-time 
officers would take care of the 50% scheduling gap that Chief Burke mentioned. Chief Burke stated that 
it would for the interim, and he would not be asking for more officers next year. These Articles would 
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provide 5 nights a week overnight coverage.” She reiterated that in her opinion the Police Department 
has enough Officers to cover 24/7. 


Police Chief Burke reiterated that the month of May has 78 shifts to cover, and currently there are 18 
open. Times have changed. The national average is 2.5 Police Officers per 1000 residents, and Chester 
does not even come close. He stated that he would not be asking for something that the Town did not 
need. 


A member of the public stated that his house had been broken into a few years ago, and guns were 
stolen from his gun safe. The Chester Police Department does not have the time or manpower to follow 
up on crimes like this. His homeowners deductible is $500; the tax impact of this article doesn't even 
come close. 


Selectman Landau stated that the Board of Selectmen and the Budget Committee had a difference of 
opinion. The Selectmen included an additional full-time officer in the Operating budget as a prerogative 
of the elected officials to handle important matters. Should members of the public disapprove of the 
actions of an elected official, they will vote the incumbent out. He agreed that the Selectmen had 
approved the hiring of an additional full-time officer, using bottom-line budget funds, after a resident 
experienced a 5am break-in, and Chester police officers were not available to respond. The Selectmen 
did not want other residents to have to go through that experience. He also agreed that the cost of 
Health Insurance was absurd. 


Janet Boyden stated that there was nothing worse than having your house robbed; it was a violation. 
Telling criminals that there was no 24/7 coverage in Chester was like leaving the door open. She asked 
that the question be called. 

The question as to Article #13 was called; a paper ballot was used. 


Yes 98 / No 60 Article #13 carries. 


Budget Committee Vice-Chair Hadik moved to restrict reconsideration on Article #13; this motion was 
seconded. 


The question was called; the voice vote was inconclusive. Moderator Scott called for a show of hands; 
the hand vote was in the affirmative. Article #13 cannot be reconsidered for seven (7) days. 


Special Warrant Article # 14 

Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate up to eighty-five thousand dollars ($85,000) to be added to 
the Winter Road Maintenance Expendable Trust Fund established in 2006 for the purpose of sanding, 
salting, and plowing in the Town of Chester. The Winter Road Expendable Trust Fund shall not exceed 
eighty-five thousand dollars ($85,000). 

Recommended by the Board of Selectmen 4-0-0 

Recommended by Budget Committee 5-1-1 

(Tax Impact for $85,000 is .15 per thousand) 

Article #14 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Selectman Landau moved that an amendment be made to this article; this motion was seconded. The 
Article, if amended, would read: 


Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate #p—te—eigh&=-Ffivre—theusand—dekars$85-009) forty 
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thousand, five hundred ninety five dollars and eighteen cents ($40,595.1 8) to be added to the 
Winter Road Maintenance Expendable Trust Fund established in 2006 for the purpose of sanding, salting, 
and plowing and general winter road maintenance in the Town of Chester The funds necessary, 
$40,595.18, shall come from the unreserved fund balance, and no amount is to be raised by 
taxation. The Winter Road Expendable Trust Fund shall not exceed eighty-five thousand dollars 
($85,000). 


Selectman Landau explained that Chester will be receiving ~$70k in FEMA funds. Much of the work 
being reimbursed by these funds was charged to the Winter Maintenance Fund, and as DOR requires that 
any funds for this Fiscal Year being received after the beginning of the next Fiscal Year be sent to the 
Unexpended Fund Balance, he would like to take what was needed from there now to bring the Winter 
Maintenance Fund up to $85k. He stated that the Trustees of the Trust Funds have oversight of these 
monies, and they earn interest. 


The question was called as to the Amendment; the voice vote was in the affirmative. The Amendment 
to Article #14 carries and the amended wording as shown above will be used. 


There was no discussion on the Article as amended. 
The question as to Article #14 was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #14 carries. 
Warrant Article # 15 


To see if the Town will authorize the Board of Selectmen to establish or amend fees as provided in NH 
RSA 41:9-a I. Such a vote shall continue in effect until rescinded. 


Article #15 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Charlotte Lister asked for a reading of RSA 41:9-a I. Town Counsel Gordon Graham obliged and read the 
following: 


41:9-a Establishment of Fees. — 

I. A town may, by majority vote at any annual or special meeting, authorize the 
board of selectmen to establish or amend fees, as provided in this section. Such 
a vote shall continue in effect until rescinded... 
..V. This section shall not be deemed to prohibit a town from delegating 
authority over specific fees to another official or official body of the town. This 
section shall not supersede other provisions of law concerning the establishment 
or amount of specific types of fees. 


Al Hamel asked if this was a “blank check”, and wanted to know what fees were being raised. 


Vice-Chairman Cannon stated that this Article was inserted after a discussion with the Interim Building 
Inspector, who had asked to raise fees; the Board of Selectman had voted in error to approve these 
increased fees, and rescinded the vote after being informed of the proper procedure. A Public Hearing 
must be held in order to raise fees. 


Rhonda Lamphere spoke as a member of the public, not as a member of the Budget Committee. She 
stated that she had followed the meeting where the Board voted to increase the fees, most by ~40%. 
She stated that this would affect everyone, not just Builders. 


Tim Jackson asked if the Legislative Body was being asked to give up their rights. Selectman Landau 
stated that they were not; as Town Meeting only takes place once a year, a Public Hearting would be held 
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to make any changes. The Board was not trying to usurp the power of the Town Meeting. 


Ms. Lister stated that she had no objections to the Article, but just wanted to be sure of what it said. 
She stated that the State requires permits to be sure that a building is safe. If the Builder doesn't get 
charged, the taxpayers are paying for the inspections. 


Ms. Lamphere stated that permits had nothing to do with this article, and that the Board of Selectmen 
should not have the right to amend fees without going through Town Meeting. She stated that it was 
called planning. 


A member of the public stated that one needed to “pay to play”. He was not surprised that the fee 
schedule was behind, due to the instability of the Building Inspector position. 


Jason Sutherland stated that he was opposed to this article; he believed that a single digit turnout was 
not an effective check for a public meeting. 


Andrew Hadik spoke in support of the Article. He stated that the Town had gone too long without 
updating fees; they should reflect what it costs to inspect. Failure to pass this article could mean that fee 
schedules would be debated every year at Town Meeting, on top of all the other business that needs to 
be transacted. He reiterated that a Public Hearing would take place before any fees were raised and 
suggested that perhaps a certain time of year could be designated for that purpose. 


Ted Tang agreed that the Legislative Body was not giving up any powers, as there would still be a public 
hearing. The Town needs to trust their elected Board of Selectmen. 


Jean Methot mentioned that while interviewing candidates for the Building Inspector position, more than 
one had mentioned that the fee schedule was quite low. 


Selectman Brown stated that this was quite a small issue — it would allow the Board to adjust fees, within 
reason, and within the law. 


The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #15 carries. 
Warrant Article # 16 


Shall the Town vote to discontinue the Centennial Dedication of the Civil War Monument Expendable 
Trust Fund established in 2004 by Warrant Article 24. This Fund has a zero balance. 


Article #16 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Jean Methot stated that he had originally submitted the Warrant Article to open this Fund; now it just 
needs closing. 


The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #16 carries. 
Special Warrant Article # 17 


Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate seven thousand, one hundred nine dollars ($7,109) for the 
purpose of purchasing a defibrillator and authorize the withdrawal of that amount from a 1991 Capital 
Reserve Equipment Fund established for the purpose of buying fire equipment. 


Recommended by the Board of Selectmen 4-0-0 
Recommended by Budget Committee 7-0-0 
No Tax Impact 
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Article #17 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Fire Chief Rich Antoine explained what a defibrillator was, and reiterated that the funds were already on 
hand; there was no tax impact. 


The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #17 carries. 
Special Warrant Article # 18 


Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate seven hundred eleven thousand, two hundred dollars 
($711,200) to purchase a new combination pumper/ladder truck to improve fire protection and to replace 
Ladder 1 and Engine 1. Said purchase is contingent upon the Town receiving the 2009 Assistance to 
Firefighters Grant for vehicle acquisition in the amount of six hundred seventy-five thousand, six hundred 
forty dollars ($675,640), with the balance of thirty-five thousand, five hundred sixty dollars ($35,560), or 
5% of purchase price, to be raised by taxes as a match to qualify for the grant.

Ladder 1 and Engine 1. Said purchase is contingent upon the Town receiving the 2689 Assistance to 
Firefighters Grant for vehicle acquisition in the amount of six hundred seventy-five thousand, six hundred 
forty dollars ($675,640), with the balance of thirty-five thousand, five hundred sixty dollars ($35,560), or 
5% of purchase price, to be raised by taxes as a match to qualify for the grant. 


The question was called as to the Amendment; the voice vote was in the affirmative. The Amendment 
to Article #18 carries and the word 2009 will be deleted. 


The question as to Article #18 was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #18 carries. 
Warrant Article # 19 

To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the Budget Committee recommended amount of $3,504,171 
for the operating budget for the support of Town government for the payment of salaries and for the 


payment of statutory obligations of the Town. The Board of Selectmen recommends $3,657,486.

This is a health and safety issue; stones have shifted, and the 
State Archaeologist was consulted. One estimate has been received, and the job will be put out to bid. 

It will require an excavator and two Police Officers. 


There was no discussion on the Amendment. 


The question was called as to the Amendment; the voice vote was in the affirmative. The Amendment 
to Article #19 carries and the amended figures will be inserted on the Warrant. 


Dennis Maloney moved, as both the Board and the Budget Committee were in agreement on the Budget, 
that references to a separate Board of Selectmen budget be deleted; to wit, the final sentence before the 
budget table and the rightmost column with the Board's budget; this motion was seconded. Should this 
amendment pass, Article #19 will read as follows:

The question was called as to the second Amendment; the voice vote was in the affirmative. The 
second Amendment to Article #19 carries and the referenced sentence and column will be deleted 
from the Warrant. 


Erin Newnan stated that she was disappointed and concerned to see differences between the Budget 
Committee and the Board of Selectmen's budgets. She found at least 15 line items that were different 
with no idea why; she also found an $1.8M difference in the estimated revenues. Selectman Landau 
stated that it was merely a difference of opinion; Budget Committee Vice-Chair Hadik stated that the 
revenue doesn't affect what the Town spends; the report sent to the DRA in September is what counts. 
Only funds voted at Town Meeting can be spent; any additional revenue goes into the Unexpended Fund 
Balance. Ms. Newnan stated that she would like to see additional revenue put into a CIP; apparently this 
must be voted on at Town Meeting. Selectman Landau stated that funds can be taken from the 
Unexpended Fund Balance and used to lower property taxes. The revenue has not yet come in, and the 
tax rate has yet to be set. 


Ms. Newnan asked why the Budget Committee needed $1k in a line for legal fees. Budget Committee 
Chair Lamphere stated that the Wason Pond Dam Warrant Article had come up two years in a row, and 
not progressed. She had researched older Warrant Articles to do with Wason Pond, and then called Town 
Counsel; she stated that she was researching to determine whether or not the Town could use 
Conservation Funds to perform the work. She stated that when Town Counsel's bill arrived, the Board of 
Selectmen informed the Budget Committee that should the Budget Committee call Town Counsel in the 
future, those bills would not be paid. The insertion of $1k into a legal line for the Budget Committee was 
to make a statement that the Board could not stop the Budget Committee from calling Town Counsel. 


Mr. LaPorte stated that the Budget Committee had oversight of the budget, and that although they were 
entitled to call LGC for legal advice, sometimes those attorneys did not have the answers they were 
seeking. He stated that the bill from Town Counsel cost the Town $41, and saved it $140k. 

There was no further discussion. 

The question as to Article #19 was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #19 carries. 
Warrant Article # 20 

Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate twenty-three thousand, sixty-five dollars ($23,065) to 


purchase a half-ton Work Truck to replace a 1999 F-150. This sum is to come from the unreserved fund 
balance and no amount is to be raised by taxation.

Article #20 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Selectman Brown stated that this truck was intended to be used by the Maintenance Department. The 
current truck, a 1999 Ford F-150, had ongoing problems and at present was unable to pass inspection. 
There is $1.176M in the Unreserved Fund Balance. The proposed truck is plain with no bells nor 
whistles; they had received three bids for it. Right now the Maintenance Department is using a rented 
truck. 


Dennis Maloney objected to the term “no tax impact” in the Article, stating that the money used for this 
truck could instead be used to lower the tax rate. He also stated that he would have a hard time voting 
for this Article, seeing that both the Board of Selectmen and the Budget Committee were against it. 


Aaron Landau asked how much it would cost to repair the current truck. Selectman Brown stated that it 
would be approximately $2,700; it had been purchased as a “retired vehicle”. Mr. Landau asked why the 
Town wasn't considering buying a used vehicle. Selectman Brown stated that the Town had been doing 
that for the past four years. 


Lenny Stein stated that there was an auction at the White Farm this coming weekend, and that it would 
be an injustice not to attend. 


Richard LeBlanc asked how much the Town was paying for the rented truck; Selectman Brown stated that 
he had gotten three bids, and that they were paying $950/month. 


Michael Romick asked why, if the Board of Selectmen were not recommending this Article, was a 
Selectman arguing for it? He asked if Selectman Brown was speaking as a Selectman, or as a citizen. 


Budget Committee Vice-Chair Hadik stated that the Budget Committee's objections to this Article were 
three-fold; 1, there were not three solicited bids, but instead three general estimates downloaded from 
the internet; 2, they did not think it was a good idea to use funds from the Unreserved Fund Balance; 
and 3, as this truck should not incur a lot of mileage, the Maintenance Department should go with a used 
truck. 

There was no further discussion. 

The question as to Article #20 was called; the voice vote was in the negative. Article #20 fails. 
Warrant Article # 21 


Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate eighty-seven thousand dollars ($87,000) to purchase a 
19,500 Ib. GVWR Dump Truck with sander and plow for the Highway Department.

Article #21 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Road Agent Oleson spoke in support of this Article. He stated that this truck goes out every day, and 
with two Highway Employees, two vehicles are needed. Last year the Town spent $11k on repairs for the 
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existing Dump Truck; this year already another $11k has been spent. He is not in favor of purchasing 
from the White Farm. He stated that although the Board of Selectmen and the Budget Committee were 
not in support of this Article, neither had any of them inspected it. He also stated that he wished to 
purchase another, larger Dump Truck next year. 


Budget Committee Vice-Chair Hadik stated that when the existing Dump Truck was purchased five years 
ago, he had been in favor of it. Now that the Dump Truck was barely paid for, it was considered a “hunk 
of junk”. It had cost the Town $20k a year, five years had been gotten from it, and now another was 
needed. It was not cost effective. 


The question as to Article #21 was called; the voice vote was in the negative. Article #21 fails. 
Special Warrant Article # 22 
Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate sixteen thousand, five hundred dollars ($16,500) to be 


deposited in the existing Equipment and Vehicle Capital Reserve Fund established in 2008 to purchase 
police cruisers.

Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) to purchase a skid steer 
type of equipment to be used at the transfer station. The total cost of this purchase is to be offset by 
grants, donations, and other outside funding. The purchase is contingent on receiving 100% of the 
offsetting revenue. This is a non—lapsing appropriation and will not lapse until the skid steer is purchased 
or June 30, 2015 whichever is sooner.

Article #23 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Selectman Landau stated that the Town had already applied for and received a $3k grant, and was 
looking for others. The Sales Department of the manufacturer, JCB (an American company), is also 
assisting with this search, along with potential price reductions. A skid steer would make work at the 
Transfer Station safer and more efficient; its forks and bucket could be used for moving large and heavy 
recyclables, such as refrigerators. It would have a two-year front to back warranty. He stated that at 
some point in the future, this skid steer would begin to cost the Town money. Should this Article pass, 
the skid steer would be available for viewing at the Transfer Station. 


There was no further discussion. 


The question as to Article #23 was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #23 carries.

If this 
Study is approved to begin, the Town will be eligible for grants, and in the long run, money will be saved.
